CETS 15 YEARS 


Guilty in Second Degree For 
Killing Judge Massie 


Sentence Suspended in Order 
That Young Allen May Tes- 
tify in Other Cases Grow- 
ing Out of the Killing of 
Five Court Officials. 


Wytheville, Va., June 1—After delib- 
erating two hours and a half, the jury 
in the case of Claude Swanson Allen, 
this afternoon found the’ young man 
guilty of murder in the second degree 
for the killing of Judge Thornton L 
Massie, and recommendeed that his pun- 
ishment be fixed at fifteen -ears in the 
state penitentiary at Richmond. 

Sentence was suspended in order that 
the prisoner may testify in the other 
cases growing out of the shooting up 
of Carroll county court on March 14, 
last, when five persons met their deaths 
at the hands of the Allen clan. 

May Go to Death Chair Yet. 

The verdict rendered today does not 
mean that Claude Allen has escaped 
the electric chair. Four other indicte- 
ments against him are pending, on 
any one of which It tg possible that he 
be found guilty of first degree murder, 
}and the prosecution, taking advantage 
of this fact, sprung a surprise on the 
defense when it announced that it 
would next go into the trial of Claude 
Allen for the murder of Sheriff Lewis 
Webb. The defense raised objection to 
this and the objection will be* argued 
and passed upon when court ‘recon- 
venes July l, 

Judge Staples gave instructions for 
the summoning of a venire to report 
on July 2, and remarked that he did 
not believe a jury could be secured 
from Wythe county. The prosecution 
immediately moved that a venire be 
summoned from another county, the 
defense objecting.

DOUBLE MATING IS 
A VICIOUS PRACTICE 

FIND in the March number of “Poul- 
| try Tribune” an article on single 

and double mating which is to my 
mind one of the ‘most forceful articles 
on this subject I have yet seen. It 
Was written by Mr. D. T. Heimlich, 
Jacksonville, Il. 

I have seen a great deal tn the 4if- 
ferent poultry journals relative to the 
injury that has been done to the poul- 
try interests by this system of breed- 
ing. 

There are a great many people en- 
Bagged in poultry breeding—largely 
those who have recently commenced to 
breed poultry—who have very faint 
ideas as to what double mating really 
means. ‘Mr. Heimlich is a breeder of 
Barred Rocks, and his Jetter is confined 
to the harm which has been done to 
this particular breed. 
slight mention of other breeds which 
have been relegated to the rear by this 
evil practice which so many conserva- 
tive poultrymen are now trying to cor- 
rect. 

This system was inaugurated years 
ago by a few men who were really 
well-informed, expert breeders. It was 
done primarily to increase the great 
@ifficulty which presents itself to all 
breeders, of breeding poultry in strict 
accordance with the rules and demands 
made by the standarfi. This was done. 
mot for the benefit of the poultry in- 
terests, but in order to increase the 
difficulty to such an extent that only 
®xpert breeders could produce fowls 
which would méasure up to the stand 
ard—and thereby place themselves in 


@ position where they could profit by | 


the difficulty in breeding which they 
had created. 
Sought Different Feathers. 

They forced into the standard a dif- 
ferent tam#pe and different feathering 
for the cockerel and for the pullet; mak- 
ing it necessary to have two distinct 
runs—one for the male, and the other 
for the female. This was begun. as [ 
remember, with the Brown Leghorn. 
and then it got to the Light Brahn 
and on down the line it went. 
they landed on Mr. Heimlich’s breed 
the Barred Rick. 

Now, I could name others of the old 
Standbys which were once 
breeds, of great value to 
interests, which were thrust 
their usefulness destroyed, or made of 
littie value, just in order that these 
men might profit by this change with- 


out any regard whatever to the injury | LD 


Which they were inflicting upon the 
breed itself. This has gone on until 
it has reached the point whére conserv- 


ative poultrymen all over the country | 


@re beginning to sit up and take notice, 
and band themselves together in an 
effort to wipe this system of double 
mating out of the, Standard, and en- 
deavor to so change things that the 
old standard breeds may again occupy 
the position which they once held, an4 
would still hold but for the tinkering 
of these expert huckster breeders. 
Tinkering With the Leghorn. 
Those of us who have been long in 

the business can well remember how 
‘we were almost put out of business by 
the havoc which was done years ago 
rith the introduction of war-horse 
* he into the grand old Brown Leg- 
horn. They not only changed the 
feathers of this grand bird, but also 
its shape. Not content with this, they 
went a step further and introduced 
the Black Breasted Red Games. 
changed almost entirely the shape and 
color of a bird which held the 
tiptop record as a producer of CZs, 
and 1 doubt if their equal can now be 
found among the Mediterranean fam- 
ily. 

Now, if these changes had affected 
Gnly the appearance of these and other 
breeds which they have been tinker- 
ing with, it would not amount to any- 
thing of a serious nature. But when 
these old bresds have been so changed 
in color and shape and type, it be- 
comes a matter of serious import to 
the utility end of the business: and 
the American Poultry Association by 
all manner of means, should take th 

» matter up and strike forever from the 
"standard every breed which demands 
mS v0 matings tq » eet the conditions 
which are now @-- law of the stand- 
Gees 4 
Iam often asked why so many solia- 
colored birds are being bred now: why 
60 many white birds are being bred. 
They are s0 easily soiled, and, while 
very beautiful, they do not compare 
in the estimation of some of the fan- 
ciers, to the combination of colors in 
a breed. The answer is, that a large 
_mumber of poultrymen have abandon- 
ed breeding the birds which require 
double matings, and breed onty birds 
of solid color. This is playing. havoc 
with some of our best breeds, relegat- 
ing them to the rear as many other 
good old standard breeds have been 
treated in the past, and thereby injur- 
ing the utility part of our poultry bus- 
iness.

Parted from his young wife and baby 
daughter in war times and exiled from 
Savannah by order of General Sher- 
man, Peter J. Thompson, wanderer ex- 
traordinary, has returned to his native 
state for the firs, time in forty-seven 
years. His story rivals in dramatio in- 
terest that of Enoch Arden, for like 
Tennyson's famous character, he re- 
turned to find the wife of his youth 
happlly married to another. 

After leaving Georgia in the closing 
days of war, Thompson went to Kan- 
sag. He barely escaped death in a 
cyclone. Then he settled on an Ohio 
farm, and was just beginning to earn 
a competence when his barns and gran- 
arles burned. He opened a Httle store 
in another state, and lost his all itn 
another fire. Then he tramped and 
peddled over thecwhole of the west and 
middle west, selling trees and light- 
ning rods. It was while Iiving among 
the feudists of the Kentucky mountains 
that Thompson grew homesick. He 
wanted to know before he died what 
had become of his wife and child. He 
wanted to die itn Georgta. 

He worked his way across the in- 
tervening states and came at last to 
Pembroke.

Criminals Like Other Folks. 


(From “Is There a Criminal Class?” in 
the Hampton Magazine for May.) 

“How do criminals differ from other 
folks?” I fired the question point blank 
at Willtam A. Pinkerton. 

“They don't. Criminals are just Nke 
other folks,” 

“You don't agree with the scientists 
of the Lombroso school, then, that 
there {s a distinc: criminal] class?’ 

“Distinctly not. I have been for 
more than fifty years In almost con- 
stant association with crime and law- 
breakers. J] may fairly olaim to have 
had exceptional opportunities for the 
study and observation of the operation 
of the human mind and the motives 
that actuate those whom soclety terms 
criminals. I have reached certain con- 
clusions which do not agree with tbe 
theories of some eminent scientists nor 
altogether harmonize with the teach- 
ings of the sociological schools. I have 
no new theory to advance, but it seems 
to me some facts have been generally 
overlooked. 

“No one can study eriminals at close 
range and believe in the existence of 4 
criminal class, regardless of what 
Lombroso and his disciples may claim 
It should not require any lengthy ar- 
gument to prove this assertion. If! 


there were a criminal class, sharply 
defined as such and differentiated from 
the rest of the human race by ascer- 
tainable characteristics, then it must 
follow that there would be a non- 
criminal class, comprising the rest of 
the human race and as sharply distin- 
guished as the supposed criminal class. 

“Humanity is not thus divided into 
criminals and non-criminals. There is 
but one classification thay can be made 
—the Class of those who have com- 
mitted crimes and the class of those 
who have not yet committed crimes. 
Within certain limits, varying with the 
individual, every human being is a po- 
tential criminal. | have seen this illus- 
trated so often that J] am never sur- 
prised to learn that any man or wom- 
an, however, highly placed and how- 
ever greatly esteemed, has done some- 
thing which the law forbids and for 
which society demands a penalty. On 
the other hand, ‘however—and this is 
the bright side of the shield—every 
criminal ts potentially an honest man, 
and with the right kind of encourage- 
ment from society will remain honest 
by preference. I; is my observation of 
hundreds of criminals whose reform 
has been complete and permanent that 
makes this conclusion a definite ‘one. 
It is this capacity of humanity to turn 
from evil ways to methods of life which

Parmalee’s Airship to Fall 
to Ground. ' 


Nofth Yakima, Wash, June 1.—With 
a emile and a wave of his hand to 
thousands who watched him in his 
aeroplane, Philip O. Parmalee took 
the alr in the teeth of a gusty 
wind heré this afternoon. Three min- 
utes later his broken and lifeless body 
was dragged from beneath the wreck- 
age of his biplane fn an apple orchard 
two miles from his starting point. 
The exact cause of his plunge to death 
probably never will be Known. 

Gast Caused Tragedy. 

Ase he rose before the grand stand at 
the fair grounds, Parmalee swung to 
the west over the Yakima river. He 
rose to a height of about 400 feet and 
his speed increased to almost a mile 
a minute, although it was noticed that 
his plane dipped and rolled go as to 
be controlled with difficulty. 

When he had gone about two miles 
from the fair grounds he swting in a 
wide circle to the eastward for the 
return journey. . 

As he squared away before the winit 
the great plane checked its course, 
fluttered a second like a wounded bird 
and plunged below the line of trees. 
It is thought by Parmalee’s mechanics 
that a sudden gust from one of the 
draws or small canyons that notch tha 
sides of the valley, struck the machine 
and rendered the elevating planes un- 
manageable. 

The body of the aviator was dragged 
from the wreckage of the machine by 
farmers working in the orchard. Hig 
skull was fractured and he must have 
died instantly. 

Sweetheart Clasped Body. 

Among the first from the fair 
grounds to reach the place of the avia- 
tor’s fall was Miss C, E. Turpin, Par- 
malee’s fiancee, and a sister of J. Clif- 
ford Turpin, his partner in aviation. 
She hysterically threw her arms about 
Parmalee, insisting that he was not 
dead. Even after the body had been 
examined by pfhiysicians she believed 
that a spark of life remained, and de- 
manded that efforts be made to resus- 
citate him.

Tried to Storm Hotel. 

After the first clash with the “strong 
arm’? men, the strikerg attempted to 
st°-™m the hotel Netherland. Three po- 
lic, 2 armed with revo.vers, stood 
in \ 7 doorway and threatened to kill 
the first striker who entered. The 
riot occurred in one of the most ex- 
clusive residential sections and within 
a stone’s throw of the residence of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. Traffic was in- 
terrupted on Fifth avenue for nearly 
half an hour. 

With more than two-score of the 
leading hotels and restaurants affected 
by the strike, the New York Hotel 
Men's Association today refused to en- 
teretain a proposal of arbitration sug- 
gested by Commissioner John J. Beslin, 
of the state board of mediation. More 
than 700 employees in twelve hotels 
and restaurants joined the strike today 
and tonight. 

Many girls, -ollege boys; negroes and 
recruits from boarding houses and 
cheap restaurants were pressed into 
service and emplcyers continued firm 
in their determination to break the 
strike. 

Waiters Quit Deilmonico’s. 

At the dinner hour tonight sixty-five 
men marched out of Delmonico’s after 
several hundred diners had been served 
with the first courses. Union em- 
ployees at Bretton hall, the Brevoort, 
the Kaiserhof, Colaizzi's, the Hotel 
Netherland and the Hotel Savoy also 
quit their posts while the dining rooms 
were crowded. 

It was announced by the Hotel Men's 
Association this afternoon that all de- 
mands of the waiters, including higher 
wages, the abolition of the system of 
fines, better food and working soondi- 
tions have been granted. Edward 
Blochliinger, secretary of the Interna- 
tional Hotel Workers’ Union, said that 
the recognition of the union is, para- 
mount to all other demands, and he as- 
serted that the fight will continue until 
this point is gained. 

If necessary, the strikers declare, 
every waiter and cook, about 12,000 tn 
all, will be called. out,

Search Vain for Fifteen Minutes. 


Young Sawyer pointed to the over- 
turred canvas-covered canoe as the 
spot where his companion sank. He 
said that he had taken Charlie out for 
a ride and had just started from the 
rcathouse shore when the canoe turned 
over. For fifteen minuts the search 
was kept up without reward. 

A telephone message to police head-« 
quarters sent Chief J. lL. Beavers to 
the scene in a buggy with grappling 
hooks. An accident to the auto patrol 
delayed the arrival of the chief. He 
succeeded tn bringing the body to the 
surface after the second drag, one of 
the hooks catching in the seat of the 
trousers, and the other fastening to the 
stocking on the left leg. 

The fight for life began just as soon 
as the body was placed on the shore. 
Witnesses say that nearly forty-five 
minutes elapsed from the time the first 
shouts of the Sawyer lad were heard to 
the time the body was recovered. The 
surgeons at the Grady are of the

_  Fetat Evidence of Life. 

Phe internes noticed a faint evidence 
of life after thirty minutes. There was 
no heart beat, no pulsation, and the 
eyes had im them the glassy stare of 
death. It was a twitch of an abdom- 
pal muscle that caused the life savers 
to renew their efforts. Coats and shirts 

ere discarded. Artificial respiration 
Was more vigorously applied, and 
oxygen gas, the most powerfu)] agent 
known to medical skill, was used. The 
Stathoscope was applied to every part 
@f the body to detect the slightest 
sign of life, and in one last desperate 
effort the limp little patient was ten- 
derly placed in the ambulance and a 
race to the hospital. was started in or- 
der that electricity might be applied 
to induce respiration. 

The battle continued more than 
forty-five minutes in the hospital, and 
i, was not until several surgeons had 
made a minute examination that the 
lad was pronounced dead. The heart- 
broken father made arrangements be- 
fore leaving the ‘hospital - for the re- 
moval of the body. 

How Did Boat Overturn. 

“I don't know exactly how the boat 
managed to overturn,’ declared Leon- 
ard Sawyer, who was the only other 
ocupant of the boat. “We just started 
from the shore and were paddling fine, 
when she went over. on the side, I 
don't know what happened to Charley. 
He was on the other side. I think he 
jumped out of the boat before I did.” 

‘Sawyer designed and built the boat, 
and launched it several days ago. He 
designed 4 after a-pattern he secured 
from a boys’ magazine, and made it 
with barrel hoops for ribs and canvas 
for the sides. Paint was used freely to 
make it water tight. 

He invited Charlie Campbell, his 
chum, to accompany him on the first 
trial of the canoe. Charlie refused at 
first, remembering the admonition of 
his father and mother that he was not 
to go near the lake. However, the 
prospect of a day of sport on the 
water fascinated the youngster and 
before he twice thought over his fa- 
ther’s Instructions he wag on his way 
to the lake. 

In Their School Clothes. 

Both boys were attired in their 
school clothing when they entered the 
Canoe. Sawyer managed to keep above 
the water until he was assisted to the 
Shore. The clothes worn by Campbell 
Gragged him to his death. 

“I never knew that Charlie went to 
the lake,” his father declared” “I 
would have kept him inside had I 
known that he had such an idea in his 
head I did not even know that the 
Sawyer boy had built a boat, and I 
doubt if Charlie knew it.” 

Mr. Campbell, who is manager for 
the International Life Insurance Com- 
pany, was notified of the accident by 
the police. 

The necessity for ‘placing an auto at 
the disposal of Chief Beavers again as- 
eerted itself. Had the chief been able 
to reach the lake fifteen or twenty 
minutes earlier with the drag, he could 
have saved the life of the youngster. 
He was forced to drive to the lake Ina 
buggy, thereby losing more than fif- 
teen minutes. The body wag recovered 
by Chief Beavers within five minutes 
after reaching the lake. 

Commission Criticised. 

Several of the members of the com- 
mission were on the grounds when the 
accident occurred, and they gave every 
assistance. 4 
"Thu father ofthe boy sharply critt- 
ecised the commission for not having 
equipment on hand for recovering 
bodies, saying that he was informed 
that it was not until ‘1e arrival of 
Chief Beavers that the lake was 
dragged. 

Young Campbell is the eldest of four 
children. He was a tright lad, and 
Was loved by everyone in the neigh- 
borhood. , 

The body of the young lad was re- 
moved to Patterson's undertaking es- 
tablishment after recovery, and later 
wads taken to the home of his parents.

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St. Regis, the Astor and other places, 
patrons are now being served by men 
who have been graduated from popu- 
lar eating houses. Head Waiters have 
had much difficulty in pressing upon 
the strike-breakers that they are not 
permitted to discuss the baseball 
games with the patrons of the hotels. 

In many of the Fifth avenue hotels 
within the last few days diners have 
been shocked when greeted by the 
untrained waiters in this manner: 

“What's yours, cap?” 

And in other hotels and restaurants 
head waiters have been astonished to 
“see their college student assistants 
greet fashionably attired diners with 
a@ cordial handshake, to see them lay 
aside their trays and take a seat at 
a table with some of their acquaint- 
ances. At one of the restaurants a 
freshman of} an eastern university 
kept half a ‘dozen patrons waiting 
while he drank a cocktail with an old 
friend who was dining at a near-by 
‘table. 

Hotel Men Fight Union. 

The hotel men say that before they 
will recognize the waiters’ union they 
will shut down their establishments. 
Leaders of the striking waiters say 
that the engineers, firemen and other 
hotel employees may be called out. 

Places of the strikers are being filled 
‘by strike-breakers from other cities, 
and though the strike is causing the 
hotel owners great inconvenience, they 
said they were able to take care of 
their regular patrons. Over a thousand 
megro waiters are waiting to be called 
{nto service .from the south, but 
whether they will be sent for has not 
been determined. The hotels have 
already filled the strikers’ places with 
negroes, but the hotel men say that 
they do not think the strike will last 
Jong, as the waiters are financially un- 
able to @emain long out of work. 

Patrons to the number of 150 or more 
of certain uptown hotels have made up 
an-informal jeague, and hereafter will 
limit the size of tips to 10 per cent of 
the bill. 
ee Warning to Negroes. 

-G. H. Simms, pastor of the Union 
Baptist church here, popularly known 
as the San Juan Hill church, issugd a 
gtatement this afternoon, urging all 
negro waiters to remain in the south 
“and to refuse offers from hotel men to 
come to the city as strike-breakers. 

“Such of my race as will be im- 
ported,” said Simms, “will be used as 
catspaws during the strike, and are 
apt to become public charges when it 

over. They had better stay down 
ymé.

the idea of having a costume carni- 
val. Several hundreds of Fiorentines 
dug into history or old family rec- 
ords and chests and dressed themselves 
in the style of their ancestors. Groups 
were arranged as nearly as possible 
reproducing famous scenes in Floren- 
tine history, and the result was 4 
well defined revival of interest in his- 
tory and art, and of patriotism. 
Venice, Rome and other cities in 
Italy followed the example of Flor- 
ence, and as all such movements seem 
to be a simultaneous oeorystallization 
of a pervading thought, the pageant 
soon held Europe. 
What America Has Done. 

America, of course, must have her 
pageants, but not possessing centu- 
ries of tradition as a foundation for 
she has, as usual, 
gone into it with a much broader in- 
tent and interest. There is no use 


to try to trace historically the story 


of the pageant in the states, but we 
can find out easily some of the types 
of picture play used and why they are 
given. 

The most natural subject for such 
a presentation is, of course, an his- 
torical one. Every town in the old 
world and many in the new abound 
in stirring memories, and everywhere 
such traditions «exist; some one’s 
grandfather or great aunt was a hero, 
or heroine, and that some one will 
help with all his might to see a thing 
succeed which will honor such a mem- 
ory. Then, when the success artis- 
tically of such an undertaking means 
a financial help for some worthy and 
popular object, it is easy to see why 
we are all such easy victims to this 
delightful allurement. 

George Pierce Baker, who is at the 
head of the dramatic department of 
Harvard, said last year at the con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Arts, in Washington, that he had 
had men over 80 years old who were 
the embodiment of art in small town 
pageants; men who had spent their 
lives at the carpenter’s bench or cob- 
dling shoes with never a thought cf 
art or poetry as a part in their lives, 

Many a hard worked house mother 
feels, at last, the poetry and beauty 
of her -life, taken as a whole, when 
she tries to umderstand what such a 
life as hers has meant to the commu- 
nity. She gets a perspective of her 
town, of the period which tends, not 
only to better citizenship and more 
thorough appreciation of the beauty 
of life, but to contentment, the crown 
for which all are striving. From the 
youngest to the oldest, every per- 
former, and many if not most of the 
spectators receive thig same benefit. 
Mr. Baker says that not one commu 
nity in which he has given a pageant 
has failed to manifest a new spirit of 
Kindliness within itself of civic pride 
and great strides in artistic appre- 
clation. 

Art Plus Finances, 


So much for the art side of the 
Pageant. Now fer the financial side. 
When Edward’ MacDowell, the com- 
poser, was living there flourished at 
his home the nucleus of a “school of 
the arts,”’ music, painting, sculpture, 
etc. After his death his friends con- 
cluded that the most fitting memorial 
for him would be a school conducted 
on these lines. One of the first ef- 
forts to raise money for the continu- 


ancé of this school was the MacDowell: 


pageant. It aroused a nation-wide in- 
terest and gave the impetus to many 
others. 

The MacDowell Pageant. 

This pageant illustrated, in action, 
the motives of Mr. MacDowell’s compo- 
sitions, a group of Indians—the brave 
choosing the bride—for t..e “Indian 
Idyll;” the muses and their dreams 
(petsonated by girls in Greek cos- 
tume), for “The Wtld Rose,” etce., all 
to the original music by an orchestra. 

In California a cerstain San Francis- 
co club has for years financeg its in- 
terests through the proceeds of a fairy 
or mythological] pageant given in the 
wonderful natural settings near the 
city. Other places which have un- 
usually beautiful natural surroundings 
have given outdoor plays, the subjects 
for which were suggested by the kind 
of “outdoors” at hand. The Pageant 
of the Great Northwest in Milwaukee 
is a notable example. 

Another type of pageant were those 
given by the Jubilee of Women’s Mis- 
sions last winter in many parts of the 
United States to spread information 
by actual picture plays of what is be- 
ing done by missions-in many foreign 
countries. 

What CRicago Did, 

Chicago having a Keener spirit for 
art than quality of outdoors gave an 
indoor spectacle which perhaps better 
expressed the feeling of the pageant 
than anything that has been given to 
date. The Awstiquarian Society needed 
money, so wisely, after consulting a 
professional pageant master, confided 
everything to his leadership and pro- 
duced the “Pageant of the Renais- 
sance.” This netted “$10,000 from two 
performances and was and is a living 
influence for beauty in the lives of 
the hundreds of people who saw it. 

The play was the story of the de- 
velopment of art in the Renaissance 
and the roles of Michelangelo, Ra- 
phael, Titian and others were taken by 
well-known artists, Albert § Sterner, 
Lorado Taft and others. 

“The Pageant of the Renaissance,” 
the ‘Great Northwest,’ the “Patriotic 
Pageants’ given in the Chicago city 
parks and several others were written 
and conducted by Thomas Wood Stev- 
ens, of Chicago, who has been invited 
to look over the prospect in Atlanta.

Nothing short of a powerful current 
of inspiration ffom on high could ele- 
vate you to the height of telling the 
truth about a man whé@m you hate and 
fear, and who does not give himself 
the trouble to hate or fear you. 

It ig not with the expectation of 
ecnvincing you of your error, that I 
briefly relate the circumstances which 
led me to gupport your man Smith in 
1906. 

Not for your sake, but for the sake 
of your honest readers, do I recapitu- 
late an oft-told tale. 

On the night of September 1, 1904, 
I was making a speech in the house 
of representatives in Atlanta. Refer- 
ring to the bugaboo of negro domina- 
tion, Which has so often served the 
purpose of the city. politician, I made 
the pledge that, if the emocrats would 
run, in the next election for governor, 
a candidate who was pledged to the 
disfranchisement of the negro, I would 
throw to his support every populist 
who would be guided by my advice. 

Up to that time the Georgia legisla- 
ture had never cast as many as twenty 
votes in favor of the disfranchisement 
bill. 

In 1905 Hardwick came over to my 
house and asked if I was in earnest in 
making that proposition. 

He was told that I was, and that 
also, if Pope Brown would make the 
race on that platform, I would actively 
support him. 

Soon afterward Pope Brown sent 
Sidney Tapp to Thomson one Satur- 
day evening. 

Why Tapp Hated Smith. 

If there Wag one man on earth whom 
Sidney Tapp hated with a consuming 
intensity it was your man Smith. 

Tapp accused your man Smith of 
hogging all of the big tee in a railroad 
damage case, which the young attor- 
ney, Tapp, from North Carolina, had 
carried to your man Smith because he 
‘was also from North Carolina. It was 
during the time he spent in my house 
that Tapp told me of the manner in 
which Smith had trimmed him. 

Mr. Tapp lald before me the declara- 
tion of principles upon which Pope 
Brown proposed to make the race for 
sovernor. 

The disfranchisement of the negro 
was the leading f ure. 

I told Mr. Tapp I would support Pope 
Brown on that platform. 


Shortly after Tapp’s return to At- 
lanta Pope Brown made his announce- 
ment and I authorized the statement 
to be made public that he would have 
my support. The statement was ac- 
cordingly made in all the papers. 

At that time your man Smith had not 
been mentioned at all. 

At that time your man Smith was on 
record as being opposed to the dis- 
franchisement of the negro. He had 
recently made a speech in Ath®ns 
which was a regular Booker Washing- 
ton speech, highly acceptable to Bishop 
Turner, Andrew Carnegie, John D. 
Rockefeller and John Wanamaker. 

It was reported that your man Smith 
had given $500 for the support of the 
higher education of the negro. 

As a member of Cleveland's cabinet, 
your man Smith had been most lideral 
to the negro office-seekKers and -had 
given to many of them lucrative em- 
ployment in the department of the in- 
terior. 

He had resigned from the cabinet for 
reasons that had never been made 
known. 

Ater Pope Brown had been in the 
race for several weeks The Atlanta 
Constitution got after him about his 
record on the railroad commission. 

Pope also crisscrossed himself in 
some interviews in regard to the pri- 
mary system as practiced in South 
Carolina and Florida. 

Hardwick happened along soon 
afterwards and in a conversation with 
him about the campaign I remarked 
that it would be much better for us 
if Pope Brown would stay out of the 
newspapers and not back and fill on 
public questions. 

Hardwick took 
casual remark to force Pope 
out of the running. 

He went to Atlanta and told 
that @ wanted him to retire in 
of Hoke Smith. 

Instead of telephoning, telegraphing 
or writing me, Pope accepted Hard- 
wick’s falsehood as the truth and im- 
mediately announced his withdrawal 
from the contest—his withdrawal be- 
ing in favor of Hoke Smith. — 

Never was I more dumbfounded. 

I at first wrote to John Temple 
Graves and to Hardwick that I could 
not support your man Smith. 

Hardwick Rushes to Thomson. 

Hardwick came rushing over to 
Thomson and began to persuade me to 
acquiesce in the change that had been 
made without my knowledge and con- 
sent. 

He pretended to have believeg that 
what I had said about Pope and the 
newspaper reporters meant that I 


wanted Pope to get out of the race. ® 
His argument to me was that Smith

I told him I didn’t care to write it. 

He then said he woulqa write it and 
have it published tn The Journal. 

Shortly thereafter an editorial of; 
that kind did appear on the editorial 
page of The Journal. = 

According to that editorial I was a 
gentleman of unblemished character, a 
man of honest convictions and pure 
life. 

Have you forgotten it? 

Did Hardwick write it? 

Did it meet your approval? 

Did you ever repudiate it? \ 

In addition to thig editorial atone- 
ment for your past meanness and' 
mendacity your man Smith wrote me a 
private letter of the most propitiatory 
character, denying most positively that 
he had ever assailed me in the manner 
herein stated, 

In reply I told him 

speech had been made in public and 
the disclaimer should be given the 
same publicity, ' 
' In another letter he conceded this 
and said he would come down to the 
tenth district and make the disclaimer 
in a public ‘address. 

Accordingly he made a _ speech at | 
Warrenton soon afterwards and he 
himself maileqg me a marked copy of 
the paper containing it. 

At this time Jesse Ward, of Thomas- 
ville, and other leading populists all 
qgver the state had not taken sides in 
the contest between your man Smith 
and Clark Howell. 

They were waiting to see which can- 
didate I would urge them to support. 

It was to Jesse Ward that I wrote 
the first message in favor of your 
man Smith. . 

Nothing Too Good When. 

It was not till after the great meet- 
ing at Thomson, where I made the 
speech which The Joural carried in 
full, that the 98,000 populists of Geor- 
gia began to turn to Smith. 

During the whole of that campaign 
there was nothing too good that you 
could say about me. 

I was al) right in every respect. 

It was not until after the election 
that I became a bad man again—a 
man who, according to your editorials, 
had really not been necessary to 
Smith's triumph, and who, according 
to Smith's manager, Mr. Anderson, had 
probably influenced the results in two 
or three countles.

Unknown Negro Murderer Es- 
capes Before Police Arrive 


“Demp” Smith, Foreman of 
Wheeling Gang at the City 
Stockade, Killed on Decatur 
Street While on His Way 
Home. 


A negro murderer, armed with a 
knife, at 11:30 o'clock last night struck 
Gown D. A. Smith, better known as 
*‘“Demp” Gmith, foreman of the whee)- 


img gang at the stockade near the 
corner of Decatur and Hilliard streets. 
and escaped. The crime was oom- 
mitted at a time when Decatur stree* 
was thronged with negroes, but no one 
sould be located by the police who 
recognized the man who struck th: 
Blow. 

The victim wes on his way home an: 
the theory of the police !s that he hac 
trouble with a negro near Pratt street 
end was followed to the spot where 
he met his death. Tee Anglin, of 46 
Savannah street, was with Smith a 
little more than an hour before his 
body was found in the street. Anglin 
told the police thay Smith had been at 
the Martin house, 246% Decatur street, 
earlier In the night, and had left a 
little after 19 o’olock to go to his home 
on near Berean street. The 
police learned from another witness 
that Smith was sten to enter a res- 
taurant. The party could not point out 
the place, 

Groans Heard by Negro. 

Bradley Landsay. a negro of 17 
George stre=t, seat+d on a ohicken 
coop in front of Silverman's store. 
heard Smith groan 1s he sank to the 
asphelt. Landsay, when first ques- 
tloned by Night Chief Jett declared 
that ell he saw of the murder was 
when Smith fell to the pavement 
groaning. He afterwards told detect- 
ives that he saw a negro dart away in 
the shadows of Hilliard street.

Income and Cost of: Living. 


(Robert Bruere, in Harper's Magazine 
for May.) 

It has been customary’ in New York 
to adopt the conclusion of the Sage 
Foundation, that for an average work. 
ing man’s family consisting of two 
adults and three children, or four 
acuits, “an income under $800 in New 
Yerk city is not enough to permit the 
maintenance of a normal standard; 
féimilies hav.ing from nine houndred to a 
‘thousand a year. are able in general 
to wet food enough to keep aoul and 
bedy together, and clothing and ghel- 
ter enough to meet the most urgent 
demands of decency.” Because, how- 
ever, 75 per cent of the trade unions 
under consideration were located in 
the smaller cities of the state, the com. 
mission conservatively adopted $700 as 
the amount upoOn which a family “can 
barely support itself, provided that {t 
is subject to no extraordinary ' 8 ex- 
penditures by reason of sickness, death, 
or other untoward circumstance.” 

The secretaries, of two hundred and 
eleven trade uniong reported that # 
employment had been constant, the 
average income of slightly more than 
half their members would have risen 
to a thousand dollars a year, while in 
only 4 per cent would it have been less 
than seven hundred dollars. But ow~- 


ing to the inconstant demand for labor. 
the average income actually fell below 
seven hundred dollars in 25 wer cent 
of the membership, and reached a thou-

“I wish to say, in the first place, 
that if any member of the park com- 
mission or anybody else says I was 
connected with any such frame-up, he 
is a liar. I know of no contemplated 
row, but if any member of the com- 
mission imputes to me any misdoing, 
11 will make my position very emphat- 
ically clear. The playground teachers 
were selected by Miss Barnwell, the 
supervisor, who was appointed by the 
general manager. If any member of 
the playground committee had any ob- 
jection to the appointments he should 
have made it known when the com- 
mittee met last Friday.

with instructions to serve it at once,

The arrest of Mr. Watson will probd- 
ably be made Monday morning and he 
will be taken in custody of the mar- 
shal to Augusta, where he will be 
arraigned for a preliminary hearing 
before United States Commissioner 
Godwin. Mr. Watson, according to 
Marshal White, will be shown no fa- 
vors or consid@ations and he 
will be treated just as any other per- 
son arrested by the United* States.

Washington, June 1.—Large customs 
and internal revenue receipts cut the 
deficit of the federal government near- 
ly in half during May. The deficit for 
the fiscal year is now only $6,462,009, 
as compared with $12,580,000 a month 
ago. This is the lowest deficit for 

yeral months. A year ago the deficit 

aitmounted to $6,876,000. The deficit, it 
is expected, will be entirely wiped out 
during June by the payments of the 
corporation tax and the treasury given 
@ surplus of several millions dollars.

$58,370,000, while the disbursements 
were $52,252,000, an excess of receipts 
over expenditures of $6,118,000.

Of course, where there ig apparent 
ricjudice in favor of one or the ther, 
this is easily accounted for; and yet 
the game discrepancies are found in 
the estimates supposed to ve wholly 
impartial, and which are supposed to 
be based not upon what the rival man- 
egers claim, but upon an actual can- 
vass of the situation.

Governor Harmon, with only 
pledged voteg to date, and included 
these only two-thirds of the vote of 
his own state, is hardly thought to 
have manifested that strength essential] 
to give him the necessary standing be- 
fore the convention and the country. 

The view taken of Governor Wilson, 
on the other hand, ts that his policies 
are too radical to attract the independ- 
ent vote, while they still do not appeal 
to the progressives of the middle west 
when put alongside those of Roosevelt. 
- All signs point, therefore, to the 
elimination of both Harmon and Wil- 
son, and the present outiook is that 
among the leading candidates the nom- 
ilnation lies between Clark and Under- 
wood, 

As in all such situations, however, 
there is plenty of “dark horge” talk, and 
there are those who profess firmly to 
believe that the real nominee has not 
yet been “thrown qn the screen.” 

The Two-Thirds Ruale. 

All the greater is the element of un- 
certainly len+ to the action of the dem- 
ocratic national convention as the re- 
sult of the two-thirdg rule in making 
nominations. There are 1,094 votes in 
the democratic conventi6n, and it re- 
quires 730 to get the nomination. 

Even with his lead of 320 votes, 
Clark would not have enough if all the 
uninstructed delegations went to him; 
and if he should get everyone of the 
168 votes yet to be chosen, he would 
still lack 16 of the two-thirds majority.

THREE MEN ACQUITTED 
OF GRAFT CHARGES 


Columbia, S. C., June 1.—The three 
defendants itn the label case, John Bell 
Towilll, IL. Whit Boykin and William 
O. Tatum, former officials of the state 
dispensary, were acquitted this after- 
noon in the Richland county court of 
general sessions of the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the state of South 
Carolina. The case resulted in a mis- 
trial last September. ‘The indictment 
had been pending for five years. The 
state was represented during the last 
trial by Attorney General Lyon, So- 
licitor Cobb and W. F. Stevenson, of 
Cheraw. The last day of the trial was 
devoted almost entirely to arguments 
to the jury. Before the jury took the 
case, Attorney General Lyon an- 
nounced that he would not ask for a 
verdict of guilty as to W. O. Tatum, 
the onky fone of the defendants who 
testified on the witness stand. The 
jury reached a verdict of not guilty 
atfer deliberating for nearly three 
hours. 

Towilll, Boykin and Tatum were ac- 
cused of conspiracy to defraud the 
state im the purchase of 21,000,000 
labels for whisky bottles. The price 
paid was $35,677. Nivisson-Weiskopf 
& Co., of Cincinnati, who sold the 
labeis, have since repaid to the state 
the sum of $7,500 as “excess profit” on 
the transaction. The deal Was made 
in 1905, when the three defendants 
were members of the state board of 
control in charge ot purchases for the 
old state dispensary.

THREE MEN ACQUITTED 
OF GRAFT CHARGES 


Columbia, S. C., June 1.—The three 
defendants in the label case, John Bell 
Towill, IL. Whit Boykin and William 
O. Tatum, former officials of the state 
dispensary, were acquitted this after- 
noon in the Richland county court of 
general sessions of the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the state of South 
Carolina. The case resulted in a mis- 
trial last September. ‘The indictment 
had been pending for five years. The 
state was represented during the last 
trial by Attorney General Lyon. So- 
licitor Cobb and W. F. Stevenson, of 
Cheraw. The last day of age was 
devoted almost entirely to Pe, ‘ments 
to the jury. Before the jury took the 
case, Attorney zeneral Lyon an- 
nounced that he would not ask for a 
verdict of guilty as to W. O. Tatum, 
the only jone of the defendants who 
testified on the witness stand. The 
jury reached a verdict of not guilty 
atfer deliberating for nearly three 


hours. 

Towilll, Boykin and Tatum were ac- 
cused of conspiracy to defraud the 
state in the purchase of 21,000,000 
labels for whisky bottles. The price 
paid was $35,677. Nivisson-Weiskopf 
& Co., of Cincinnati, who sold the 
labeis, have since repaid to the state 
the sum of $7,500 as “excess profit’ on 
the transaction. The deal was made 
in 1905, when the three defendants 
were members of the state board of 
control in charge ot purchases for the 
old state dispensary.

Dayton, Ohio, June 1.—The body of 
Wilbur Wright was interred in Wood- 
land cemetery here with simple cere- 
monies this afternoon, The body was 
viewed by 25,000 persons as it lay in 
state from 10 to 1 o'clock.

New York, June 1.—(Special.)—Byron 
Bancroft Johnson, president of the 
American League, who was here the 
other day, was in a reminiscent mood. 
He recalled the time back in 1906 when 
he was a baseba]l reporter for a Cincin- 
nati paper and attended the league 
meetings in this city. 

Johnson and Comiskey, then manager 
of the Cincinnati team, were close 
friends, and when time hung heavy on 
their hands thev laid the plans for a 
big league with visions of great 
wealth.

On the same day the athletes of the 
middle west and south will gather at 
Evanston, Ill, to show their prowess 
and demonstrate their right to wear 
the shield of America at the Swedish 
capital. The Pacific coast already 
has held its tryouts and has sent to 
the Olympic committee a list of names 
already famous in sport and destined 
to become more so. 

The center of attraction will shift to 
the Waldorf-Astoria in this city Mon- 
day June 10, for on that day the selec- 
tions committee comes together at 
the big Fifth avenue hostelry and will 
definitely decide which men shall be 
selected to muke the trip on the Fin- 
| land and compete with the strong and 
|} speedy men of the world for-the honor 
| of Uncle Sam, 
| Forty-Seven on Committee. 
| There are forty-seven members of 
the selection committee. Every sec- 
'tion of the country is represented, so 
there need be no fear that any favor- 
_ite son will be overlooked because he 
lhas no local friends on the committee. 
| The committee will have a man’s job 
on its hands when it meets, June 10.

Chairman Sullivan Talks. 


Chairman James E. Sullivan, in dis- 
cussing the coming meeting, says: “It 
is impossible at this time to name a 
single member of the American team 
(with any degree of rositiveness. Much 
_depends upon the amount of money at 
ithe disposal of the committee at the 
' time the squad is selected. The execu- 
itive committee will hold a meeting 
| before the selection body sits down for 
‘final counsel and will state the exact 
‘financial conditions. With this settled 
‘we willl be able to proceed knowing 


leave at home athletes who at first 
sight would appear to be eligible from 
an athletic standpoint for the team. It 
is this shortage of funds that is going 
to make the selection of the men hard, 
since a number of angles will have to 
be considered in naming each athlete.

HUPMOBILE FACTORY IS ° 
MODEL OF MODERN IDEAS 


One is accustomed to think of a fac- 
tory aimggtns as a simple construction 
of four walls for the mere purpose of 
housing machinery and tools, but @ 
trip through the new model plant of 
the Hupp Motor Car Company, located 
at Detroit is a revelation in showing 
what modern thought and planning can 
do to get the best out of men, machin- 
ery and materials. 

There are three main industrial 
buildings, two stories in height, cover- 
ing a factory floor space of several 
hundred thousand square feet, erected 
in parallel, with road and .trackage 
room between each pair of structures. 
More than a half mile of railroad track 
is included within the property of the 
plant. These buildings are connected 
on the upper floors by means of com- 
municating bridges and are bounded on 
the rear by belt line tracks, along side 
of which is an immense shipping plat- 
form. An administration uilding— | 
also two stories in height—which in- 
cludes a floor space of nearly thirty 
thousand square feet extends across 
the front of the property. 

In the rear of the property is an 
électrica] transformer house for sup- 
plying light and a boiler house for fur- 
nishing heat. 
| From the time the raw material Is 
run in on a siding to the receiving 
room on the ground floor of the main 
building, to the shipment of a complete 
Car, each separate operation is .com- 
pactly and consecutively arranged so 
as to accomplish the minimum of Waste 
steps or los; motion in the development 
of the product into the finished car. 

From the receiving room the stock 
is transferred to an adjoining room for 
minute inspection; thence i¢ is trans- 
ferred to the adjoining central bulld- 
ing where the stock is distributed, The 
heavy and bulky material is arranged 
on the ground floor of this building. Al) 
around it are tiers of steel bina in 
which are carried the smaller parts 
that go into the making of a car. The 
second floor of this building is devoted 
to such stock as tops, bodies, steering 
gear, etc. In this building the manu- 
facturing stock and repair steck is 
— * also small parts. 

rom the stock building parts are 
distributed directly to the various de- 
partments in the factory through the 
communicating bridges to individual 
stock stations located in each separate 
working department. There the stock 
for daily use is then distributed to 
each workman individually. 

The east bullding ts devoted to 
motors, gea.;s, transmissions and the 
testing and mechanical assembiles. 
After each separate operation, the 
work !s thoroughly tested until the 
complete assemblv is made; then the 
power plant is shot across to the west 
bullding, where are located the chassis 
and finished assemblies, the chassis 
test and paint shops. The car is now 
ready for the chassis test, which in- 
cludes a gruelling drive of fifty miles 
or more, until it is O. K.'d, ag mechani- 
cally perfect by the man in charge. 
Then comes the work of assembling the 
complete car and the final inspection 
before the car is ready to be rolled out 
on to the shipping platform and put 
into the freight car. 

Realizing that the 
workman depends largely ‘upon his 
comfortable environment, everything 
has been planned to get the best pos- 
sible reguita in the way of light, heat 
and ventilation. Large windows, with 
Fenestra steel sashes, flood every cor- 
ner of the room with daylight. For 
artificial illumination, all light sources 
are concealed as far as possible and a 
soft powerful light is thrown on the 
work benches from powerful Tungsten 
lamps concealed in steel enameled ve- 
flectors. 

For heating, a hot-air blast system 
ig utilized in all departments in which 
the movement of air is not restricted, 
and the blowors through which the heat 
is distributed are used in the warm 
weather to convey cold air through the 
factories. In the paint and varnish 
shops and offices a direct system of 
hea; radiation is used. 

In the offices the indirect system of 
lighting is used, the light being pro- 
jected to the celling and _  refiected 
evenly throughout each room. By this 
method individual desk lights are dis- 
pensed wit). The various offices are 
intercommunicable. and _ fitted with 
glass partitions. The office building is 
also provided with vaults on each floor 
for the protection of drawings and val- 
uable records. In the rear of this 
building a well-equipped kitchen and 
dining hall, with a seating capacity of 
four hundred, has beerarranged for 
the accommodation of the employees. 

With its present facilities the Hupp 
Motor Car Company has more than 
trebled the capacity of its former plant 
and there ie room for the erection of 
two more factory plants. 


POINTERS FOR MOTORISTS. 


Carrying Spare Valve Parts. 
Repair Kit Indispensable. 


It is always a good plan to carry 
a package of extra valve parts suc! 
as valve insides, valve caps, washers 
and dust caps, says the Michelin tire 
expert. These can be bought for a 
few cents ang are at times invaluable. 
The small rubber tipped valve inside, 
which is really the valve proper, some- 
times leaks when old. It can be 
screwed out readily by inve@ting and 
inserting the notched valve cap and 
using it like a-screwdriver. When the 
valve itnside is removed it is only the 
work of a moment to fit a new one. 

A leaky tire valve is sometimes re- 
sponsible for a fault blamed on a “slow 
puncture.” When pumping up a tire 
if the pump handle comes’up of itself 
after pushing down on the inflation 
stroke a leaky tire valve may be looked 
for. If the motorist carries a spare 
set of valve parts he is all right, but 
not so his less thoughtfu] neighbor 
who left his in the garage! 

The motorist early in the season 
should provide himself with a good tire 
repair kit including a supply of mastic, 
acan of cement of goed quality, some 
inner-tube patches in assorted sizes 
and a blow-out or inside envelope 
patch. The red inner tube patches are 
generally conceded best. Those of 
pure para rubber, not containing fab- 
ric, the edges of which are beveled,

Camp for Girls. 

“Wohelo,” a camp for girls on Lake 
Sebago, near Portland, Maine, is a de- 
lightful institution, answering the de- 
mand for an occasional “return to the 
wild,” which means so much to the 
mental and physical health of young 
women. 

Membership is limited to thirty, and 
the season of nine weeks is wonder- 
fully filed with “work, health and 
love.” ' 

The outfit required is in itself an in- 
dex to the way the nine weeks are 
spent, including as it does, two heavy 
woolen blankets, one rubber blanket 
(or poncho), three pillow cases, four 
single sheets, one pillow, four bath 
towels and four hand towels, two pairs 
of dark blue bloomers, four white 
middie blouses and a white skirt, one 
dark blue middie blouse (flannel), a 
heavy sweater, a bathing suit, a light 
dress, two pairs tennis shoes. 

Beyond these, the girl needs 
her traveling suit, and she may 
tennis racquet, camera, 
and any 
struments. 

There is a councilor for every four 
girls, and these councilors have charge 
of the various crafts. The most care- 
ful supervision posaible is given to the 
water sports. Girls who cannot swim 
art never allowed in canoes unlesg in 
charge of a person who swims and 
thoroughly understands handling 
of boats. the management preferring 
to be over-cautious in distance-swim- 
ming and the use of boats. 

Such institutions should be equally 
as successful or more so in the south, 
with its longer summers and its 
greater need for outdoor life; and 
doubtless “Wohelo” will in time be the 
pattern for similar undertakings in 
this part of the country.

PROBE IS ASKED 
FOR BEEF TRUST 


Congressman Edwards Wants 
Congress to Invest:zate 
Soaring Prices. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June es (Special.)— 
The beef trust may be indicted, as a 
result of a Georgian having directed 
national attention to the soaring 
prices of beef through’a resolution in- 
troduced in the house yesterday. 

Representative Edwards, of Georgia, 
proposes to find out what causes these 
high prices. His resolution directs the 
attorney general to proceed at once 
with “an honest and thorough investi- 
gation of the ‘beef trust’ in the United 
States, with a view of discovering if 
said trust is controlling the prices of 
meats.”

The explanation of the packers that 
prices are rising because beef cattle 
are scarce seems to have been dis- 
proved by the official reports of the 
department of commerce and labor. 
They show that receipts at the seven 
principal slaughterhouse cities last 
month have not been so large in any 
April since 1907; and the receipts for 
the first four months of the present 
year were greater than during any 
similar period in the past decade. This 
seemg to dispose of the report that 
the range cattle from the western) 
states are not yet ready to come on the. 
market. 

Representative Edwards, in discus- | 
sing his resolution, said: 

“The situation ig One which cannot. 
be ignored by the government. I am 
aware that it may be a ticklish propo- 
sition for the administration to tackle 
at this time, but there should be no 
delay, regardless of politics. I am in, 
hopes that after the Chicago conven- 
tion a searching and honest probe will | 
be conducted, 

“T believe the present laws are ade- 
quate to prosecute and dissolve the, 
beef trust. The fact that one action 
has failed in Chicago should not deter 
the department of justice. If there is 
a fault with the law, however, I am 
confident that congress will do its part 
to place the right kind of weapon in 
the hands of the department of jus- 
tice. 

“Beef is becoming a luxury instead 
of a necessity. The beef people tell us 
there is a scarcity of live stock, while 
the department of agriculture’ fur- 
nishes an entirely different story. 

“I am in favor of having one branch | 
of the government conduct these in- : 
vestigations. The department of jus- , 
tice should handle the probe, and then 
if it is found that the present laws are 
inadequate to meet the situation he | 
has but to apply to congress and the, 
law can be amended so as to enable | 
tne attorney general to act against 
these men who are defiant of the law. 

“There is no doubt in my mind of 
the existence of a beef trust and the 
public probably is also confident of 
the existence of such an illegal com- 
bination, for the jumping prices fur- 
nish all the proof needed. 

It is probable that a house commit- 
tee may begin a probe of the beef 
trust irrespective of the inquiry which 
the adoption of the Edwards resolu- 
tion probably will make@ imperative vy 
the department of justice. Congress- 
man nry is known to be working 


on a plan to bring about a congression- 
al probe, which would be supplement- 
ary to and possibly of considerable aid 
to any investigation started by the at- 
torney general, 

Mr. Henry, as chairman of the rules 
committee occupies a strategic posi- 
tion and undoubtedly would have the 
support of the house in any attempt 
he might make to report legislation 
a toward a probe of the beef 
rust.

AIRSHIP AKRON 
FLOATS OVER SEA 


Test Pleases Vanniman, Who 
Believes He Can Cross 
Atlantic in Craft. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 1.—Taking 
the city by surprise, Melvin Vaniman 
floated his airship Akron, in which he 
hopes to cross the Atlantic ocean, out 
of the hangar up at the inlet early 
today and, after circling over the 
meadows and bay for nearly an hour, 
made a safe landing. 

After he had the great gas bag 
again safely stowed away in the shed, 
he expressed himself as satisfied with 
the test.

'a wrong move with the propellers. The 
middle blade, in the string ,of three, 
caught in the flying rope. -The huge 
‘craft shuddered, listed to one side and 
'came down in a wobbly descent like a 
bird with a broken wing. It struck 
the water, and a portion of the under- 
structure went under water, damaging 
one of the side planes, 

A boat in which were four men had 
been following nearby, and immediate- 
ly went to the balloon’s assistance. The 
men aboard risked their lives to grasp 
lines thrown from the dirigible as it 
hovered above them. When temporary 
repairs had been made, the bDalloon 
went aloft once more. 

Vaniman had difficulty in controlling 
the balloon. His young brother, while 
the craft was 500 feet above the water, 
clambered out to the end of the silen- 
der propeller shaft 20 feet from the 
side of the dirigible to adjust the dam- 
aged propeller. 

Vaniman finally had everything ship- 
shape, and, after circling over the bay 
for a short time, pointed the ship to- 
ward the hangar and made a landing 
without further incident.

CLINING TEN 
IN COTTON SEED OIL 


DENCY 


New York, June 1.—(Special.)— 
Bearish forces have been at work in 
the cotton seed oil market, and prices 
have displayed a declining tendency. 
The much heralded “squeeze” in May 
oil] failed to materialize and the op- 
tion expired quietly below the 7c mark. 
With this delivery out of the way, the 
bearish element became aggressive, 
while support was lacking both from 
epeculative and consuming circles. To 
add to the genera! depression, liquida- 
tion broke out in the late summer and 
early fall months and the tone of the 
general market became heavy, with 
prices yielding in all departments. it 
is admitted that actual oil ts compara- 
tively scarce, but the line of least re, 
sistance is downward and unless the 
consuming trade displays more in- 
terest, lower prices seem temporarily 
in order. 

Refiners are apparently willing to 
let the market pursue its own course, 
as no attempt was made to check the 
decline. The opinion prevails that an 
extensive long account has been cre- 
ated during the recent bull movement, 
owing to an elaborate advertising 
“Campaign instigated by a certain 
clique. Factors who are in control of 
the bulk of refined oil are not in favor 
of this plan for advancing prices and 
@re allowing bearish operators to pro- 
ceed unmolested. 

Cotton houses were the largest sell- 
ers of future oil, but western interests 
took the iead in the way of agegres- 
siveness. Those close to the western 
lard market contend that the gradual 
easing off of prices reveals an artifi- 
Cilal price level, and lower quotations 
@re predicted in the near future. On 
the other hand, it is admitted that sup- 
plies of lard at western packing points 
are heavy, but it is claimed that stocks 
are held by dealers who are well able 
to protect their interests. In the mean- 
time, compound lard is not gaining 
any prestige and only a light hand-to- 
mouth business continues in progress. 
The difference in prices between com- 
pound and pure lard is sufficiently 
wide to attract buyers to the cotton 
seed product, but. there is a decided 
lack of confidence in the genera! situ- 
ation. The indifference of consumers

is not only confined to cotton seed oll 
products, but the entire oil and grease 
situation appears to be characterized 
by a period of uncertainty. Tallow 
and animal greases are both in @a 
strong statistical position owing to 
light production and limited holdings, 
but the markets are unable to respond, 
owing to the inactive extent of con- 
suming inquiries. 

Continued favorable advices from the 
cotton states have exerted a bearish 
influence and offerings of new crude 
oil have been freer at prices averaging 
about 10 cents a gallon below current 
aguotations. Trading in old crude has 
also increased and while transactions 
have not been important, the fact that 
prices have favored buyers furthered 
bearish sentiment. It is of interest to 
note that mills who claimed they had 
no more oil to sell this season have 
dug ur five or six tanks from some- 
where and sold them at 43 cents, Trad- 
ing, however, was confined entirely to 
the southeast. Quotations at other 
points were merely nominal. The pro- 
nounced scarcity of crude oil offer- 
ings is indicative of limiteg holdings 
and supplies appear to be well pro- 
tected by milling interests. Prime 
crude oil is exceedingly scarce and it 
is doubtful if much of the oil still re- 
maining will stand bleaching. 

A factor which has exerted more or 
less bearish influence on the refined 
market has been the continual reports 
of foreign resales. In addition to the 
10,000 barrels recently reported sold 
for reshipment from Europe it ts now 
stated that some 25,000 barrels more 
have been liquidated for foreign ac- 
eount. The declining tendency in 
vegetable oils abroad has hurt the 
consumption of cotton seed oil and the 
parity of competing oils at present is 
considerably below that of the cotton 
seed product. About aly the demand at 
present emanates from South America. 
and is confined to winter oil. Export 
shipments from this port for the week 
amounted to 15,281 barrels. Nearly 
8000 barrels of this amount wWpBs con- 
signed to South America. There were 
important arrivals of foreign com- 
peting oils, although it is stated that 
some 8,000 barrels of domestic cotton 
oil are now’ on the way to this 
port. Daily cable advices from Mar- 
seilles noted lower markets for sesame, 
arachide and copra oils. Refined cot- 
ton seed oil closed in Hull at 27s and 
crude cotton seed oil at 24s 9d per cwt.

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OF GENERAL INTEREST 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, June 1.—(Special.)— 
There may or may not be any connec- 
tion with the week’s events in politics 
and the course of the stock market. 
The growing strength of the Roosevelt 
movement and the slump in stocks may 
have nothing to do one way or the 
other, but there is a general fmpres- 
sion that they have. However, there 
are other influences at work. 


The quiet and adroit distribution of 
gtocks by the operators who engineered 
the late bull campaign is one of the 
elements outside of politics which un- 
derlies the current situation on the 
stock exchange. These operators rea- 
lized, in advance of the public and the 
@reat mass of traders, that prices hac 
risen. to the highest level to which 
they were entitled under business im- 
provement and also that the market 
had reached the undesirable status of 
an over-bought condition. Then, the 
promised aliurements of increased or 
extra dividends and the settlement of 
deferred payments, under which many 
stock specialties were lifted to a sen- 
sationally high basis, not only failed 
to materialize but are not even in 
Sight. Finally came the liqudation by 
tired holders of a number of low 
priced shares representimg roads whose 
Prospects had been greatly dimmed 
by loSses through floods and the severe 
winter. It will be seen, therefore, that 
effective influences other than politics 
have been at work in the stock market 
and the outlook at the moment is not 
bright for the early future. 


A cheering view of the situation is 
the outcome of recent crop improve- 
ment. This week there was really only 
one drawback in the crop regions and 
that was along the western edge of the 
hard winter wheat states, where hot 
winds and dry weather were reported 
to have caused considerable damage to 
the growing plant. As usual with 
crop damage reports, the first esti- 
mates are liable to exaggeration and

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WITH COST OF LIVING MOU 
-PEOPLE REFUSE TONS OF FISH 


NTING, 


New York, June 1.—While the cost 
ef living is mounting materially and 
beef is bringing civil war prices, tons 
of fresh food~ fish are being shipped 
daily from Fulton market, the) head- 
quarters of the New York fish trade, 
to be made into fertilizer. On some 
days more than 200 barrels of fish 
have be estroyed—enough to sup- 
ply 40,000 irvals. In fact, for several 
weeks past more fish have gone to 
the fertilizer companies than have 
been sold to the retail trade in New 
York city. 

Wholesale dealers say they have to 
destroy the fish because the publi« is 
apparently afraid to buy at, low prices. 
Exceptionally large catches are re- 
ported all the way from Cape Henry, 
Va, to Seabright, N. J., and the sup- 
ply of fish is 75 per cent larger than 
the average season. 

“The chief reason that good eating 
@eh have to be destroyed,” says a 
statement given out by the market 
efficials, “is that dealers who place it 
| sale at low prices cannot sell it 
br. he average woman does not know

“Another factor is the belief of many 
people that fresh fish can be obtained 
only on Friday; that fish on the mar- 
ket any other day is stale or left‘over. 
As Friday comes only once a week, the 
retailer has only one good selling day 
in the week, and he has to make a 
ldrger profit, so he sells at an advance 
of from 300 to 600 per cent. 

“The public is capricious in another 
aspect. It has a taste for winter fish 
in summer and for summer fish in 
winter. When fish 1s in season, at its 
very best condition and flavor, and at 
its lowest price, the demand usually 
shifts for some other variety that 


probably is costlier and poorer in 
quality.”

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The question of a site for the new 
school in the eighth ward is becoming 
one that imperatively needs an answer, 
think the residents of that ward; and, 
in order to facilitate matters so that 
work may be started on the new 
school, the committee representing the 
ward has asked the board of educa- 
tion, which in turn has asked the city, 
to cede for School purposes a small 
portion of the northwestern corner of 
Piedmont park. 

The lot asked for has a frontage of 
300 feet on Piedmont avenue at the end 
of the car Hine. The depth of the lot 
is 400 feet, and it will make an ideal 
school elite, according to the committee 
which has had the matter of selecting 
a location in charge. 

“T have been greatly surprised,” said 
Shepard Bryan, a member of the board 
of education and of the committee 
which recommended that the city cede 
the lot in Piedmecnt park, “to learn that 
there has been any opposition to this 
most reasonable request of the board. 


“The portion of the park asked for! 


is unused and undeveloped, and if the 
city shoud cede it to the board of edu- 
cation the usefulness and beauty of 
Piedmont park would not be in the 
least impaired. The portfon asked for 
is at the extreme northwest corner, 
and it is, as I have stated, at the end 
of the Piedmont avenue car line. It 
begins opposite the head of Westmin- 
ster drive, which comes out of Ansley 
park. The site is suitable for a school, 
and would require practically no grad- 
ing or leveling. 
No Encroachment. 

“The board of education is not seek- 
ing to encroach upon Piedmont park, 
but it is simply asking the city of 
Atlanta to turn over to it a very small 
portion of the park property to be 
used for that most important of all 
public purposes, namely, a _ public 
schoo] for the children of the eighth 
ward. 

“Is there anything more important 
than the education of the children. and 
would not the city council be acting 
for the public good and with great 
wisdom if it should change the use to 
Which this small strip of land is put 
from that of park purposes to that of 
school purposes?” asked Mr. Shepard, 
who continued: 

“The property, after all, belongs to 
dhe taxpayers, and if the taxpayers 
own a plece of property suitable for

Out in Fight to Bring Suit

It is contended by the soulless corporation that the proposed act of sac- 
rilege is demanded by the necessities of progress; that the growing needs 
of our grgat centers of population render it imperative to commercialize Tal- 
lulah Falls. 

But what are other states doing which possess no such cataracts? If 
they can find other means for generating power, so can we. 

When Madame Roland stood under the shadow of the guillotine in France 
she is said to have exclaimed: 

“O Liberty, what crimes are committed in thy name!” 

It requires no stretch of the imagination to detect in the roar of Tallu- 
lah Falls the same pathetic wail: 

““O Progress, in thy name what crimes do men commit!’” 
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BRIDAL VEIL FALLS. 
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Tallulah Falls will be worth more than five hundred millions annually 
if preserved for its scenic value. If commercialized it will pay C. Elmer 
Smith and his crowd about $300,000 annually. 

The $500 prize offered for the best essay on the duty of the American 
nation to preserve Tallulah Falls continues to draw essays from every sec- 
tion of this continent. So great has been the desire to compete that we 
have been forced to extend the contest to December 1st, 1912. The follow- 
ing selections are taken at random from the great mass of essays which have 
been received: 

“The caption of this article is too restricted. It should be ‘The Duty 
of the World,’ because in all the world there is no other waterfall like Tal- . 
lulah in romantic beautiy. 

“If it be the ‘Duty of the World,’ much more is it the ‘Duty of Ameri- 
cans, because it is in America. 

“Especially is it the duty of those living in the United States. 

“Of these, Georgians should, of all others, be most earnestly and dili- 
gently engaged in rescuing from the hands of the spoiler our beautiful Tal- 
lulah Falls. 

“Is there a mortal who can turn from the contemplation of Tallulah 
Falls and say ‘there is no God’? Nay, verily. Afar back when God spoke 
and the waters separated themselves from the dry land Tallulah began her 
joyous hymn. From those remote ages her voice has called in tones more 
impressive than voice of man, ‘Behold the handiwork of God, for “the Lord 
He is God, beside Him is no other.” It is He who speaks in the roar of the 
waterfall and the ripple of the stream, calling to admire and adore, not to 
This gem of the western world is a rare gift of God. We 
have great lakes, vast plains, lofty mountains, mighty rivers, each alone 
filling the landscape beyond the range of vision, but sometimes God calls on 
us to pause and admire a rare and beautiful creation. 

“These tokens of His love God intends us to preserve, to protect from 
vandal hands that would, from irreverence or an ignoble love .of money, 
desecrate its most beautiful creations to gain some hoard of that ‘which 
perisheth in the using.’ These groveling natures are reached by no persua- 
sive arguments that show no money coming to them. The pocket nerve only 
can be touched; nor will it take much money to control their decision. 

“But the destruction of the Falls is the least consideration in this con- 
test. Disease and death are the curses that menace our land if we fail. It 
is the destruction of life, human life, it would entail. The climate of that re 
gion has been salubrious and delightful. As an ideal resort from malaria, 
in all its hideous manifestations, Tallulah Falls had no superior. As an asy- 
lum from the bitter cold of northern winters, with their long list of lung 
troubles, making life almost intolerable, Tallulah Falls was one of the most 
desirable. Thus it was really two sanitariums. Its tourists’ hotels need 
never have closed their doors. Here were fortunes to be made, the Falls re 
maining intact. No sooner would frost disperse summer guests than crowds, 
fleeing from wintry snows, would fill their chambers. People needed but 
to know that suitable entertainment awaited them in such favored surround- 


'ings, to seek rest and health in Tallulah’s soft oxygen laden air. 


“Residents can not sell their small holdings now with the prospect of 
the Power Company in possession. Our failure will be the death knell of 
those hapless persons. They must either go destitute, to beg food and 
shelter from strangers, or remain there and die. None can escape disease 
and death who breathe poisoned air and drink polluted water. Nor can they 
escape starvation when none can till the soil. Their poor little gardens, 
grown up in weeds, will afford no food. Can Georgia, can the United States, 
stand that? No other country would. To their shame be it said that Amer- 
icans seek to destroy Tallulah Falls! Some Canadians, but others, alas! 
citizens of the United States! Would Canada allow outsiders to commit such 
outrage within her borders? Never. Were Tallulah Falls in any other 
state, would that state allow Georgians to destroy them? Never! Yet they 
come to poison the atmosphere and ruin the health of our fair state! It 
grows more evident that ‘greed for gold’ is greater than considerations of 
humanity. Will Georgia and the government allow the slayers of: these 
worthy, helpless people to continue their deadly work unchecked? Geor- 
gians gain nothing. To the company the gain. To us the cesspool, disease 
and death. The once loveliest spot in Georgia will become the most shunned 
and abhorred! We tried stamping out malaria in southwest Georgia, not 
without some success; but southwest Georgia, at its worst, is nothing to 
what Tallulah Falls will be if the Power Company uses them. Where shall 
we seek our future teachers, scholars and statesmen? From the schoolboys 
and schoolgirls of today. There, ‘Tallulah school,’ fostered by those who 
contributed liberally to its support, was flourishing. There were many 
pupils, some with very bright minds, all eager for education. The loss of 
Tallulah will close that school. Teachers will never accept situations: soon 
there will be no pupils—all too sick to attend. Soon the number now 
dwelling there will be known by counting the large graves and little mounds 
clustered around them near decaying houses, once happy homes. Who is 
sesponsible? God keeps His records. The blood of these will be required of 
those who could save them and did not. Think not the nearest ones will 
be the only victims. The state of Tennessee, with North and South Caro- 
lina, each affected by the malaria, could file just claims for damages. Could 
Georgia pay those enormous demands? Which is better, to promote health 
or invite disease? Save life or destroy it? Water strained and boiled is 
somewhat purified. We can not boil air; we breathe it as it comes. When 
least expected we inhale malarial poison, corrupting our blood. 


“Until the company fills the bed of the stream with rocks and cement, 
Tallulah is not lost. Scarcely would they put themselves thus out of busi- 
ness. If so, however, let the cry ring out, ‘To the Falls!’ Wrest from the 
destroyers of beauty, the murderers of helpless men, women and children! 
Georgia’s Code begins thus: ‘For every wrong there is a remedy.’ There 
must be some remedy at law for such great wrong as this. The Colorado 
Power Company wished to use one small cascade, but the governor prompt 
ly said, ‘No, the beauty’of the fall is worth mgre to the state than its com- 
mercial value.’ No more was said. Why did met our governor do likewise? 
If the company sneaked in under pretense of law, surely legal steps can - 
recover what they claim we have lost. Does any one hesitate because some 
grand old tre¢s, growing before America was discovered, have been felled? 
Others can grow in their places. Are some discouraged by an unsightly 
dam being started? It can be made ‘a thing of beauty’ if we win. God . 
grant we may. Then we will correspond on ways to beautify. Now it fs 
how to recover. First, let her, brave champion of Tallulah, remember the 
adage, ‘If you want anything done, send; if you want it done well, go,’ take 
in her hand a bill of injunction directing the Power Company and their 
counsel to stay all proceedings till such time as the bill shall be dissolved.”

While doing so, she gpent a week-end 
as one of a house party that gathered 


at a mansion on the upper Thames.’ 


Of course, it rained, and to pass away 
the time, somebody suggested that they 
each write a story and read it aloud. 
his they did, and the baroness’ effort 
was received with so much enthusiasm 
by her fellow-guests that she thought 
it worth while to send it to a maga- 
zine. It was accepted, forthwith, and 
the editor, like Oliver Pwist, demanded 
more. These proving eminently gatis- 
factory, it was not long before the 
baroness abandoned the brush for the 
pen, with what result everyohe knows. 


Those who predicted something ex- 
tra special in the way of verbal sub- 
tleties when that master of obscurity 
in diction, Henry James, talked about 
that other master of obscurity in dic- 
tion, Robert Browning, at the Royal 
Literary Society's dinner in honor of 
the poet's centenary this week, have 
had thelr prophecies fulfilled. Mr. 
James was in great form, and delivered 
himself of some truly amazing sen- 
tences, which reminded their hearers 
of the German ones on which Mark 
Twain declared one could travel all 
day without changing cars. 

Here is ome of the shorter and com- 
paratively simpler ones which James 
used in speaking of the three leading 
tharacters in “The Ring and the Book.” 

“Deeply he (Browning) felt that with 
the three—the three built up at us each 
with an equal genial rage of reiterative 
touches—there couldn’t eventually not 
be something done (artistieally done, I 
mean); if someone would only do it!” 

And here is another quite typical 
sentence from Mr. James’ discourse. 
which made even its author’s learned 
hearers look at each other tn aston- 
ishment: 

“To glance at these things, how- 
ever, is fairly to be tangled, and at 
once, in the author's complexityv of 
Suggestion—to which our own thick- 
coming fancies respond in no less a 
measure; s0 that [I have already missed 
my time to so much even as name 
properly the tremendous little chapter 
we should have devoted to the Fran- 
ceschini interlor as revealed at last 
to Comparini eyes: the sinister scene, 
or ragged ruin, of the Aretine ‘pal- 
ace, where pride and penury and. at 
once, rabid resentment, show their 
teeth in the dark and the void, and 
where Pompilia’s inspired little char- 
acter, clear silver hardened, effectu- 
ally beaten and battered to steel, be- 


Zins to shine at the blackness with a| 


light that fairly outfaces at last the 
gleam of wolfish fangs: the charac- 
ter that draws from Guido in his, 
alas! too boundless harangue of the 
fourth volume, some of the sharpest 
charactcrizations into which that ex- 
traordinary desert, that indescribable 
waste of intellectual life, as I have 
called it, from time to time flowers.”

London, June 1.—One of the queer- 
est and most important of al! the cere- 
monials that are gone through with in 
this country—one, too, that comes off 
only once in twenty’ years—has just 
taken place in the presence, as usual, 
of some of the lioftiest big-wigs of the 


state. This ceremonial consists of un-:

of an extraordinary box buried in the 
masonry which forms the public stair- 
case of the house of commons, and 
thereby checking the weights and 
Measures used in Great Britain.

But little mfore than two weeks divides us from the republican 
national convention. A week after the rap of the gavel at Chicago 
the democratic hosts will settle down to business at Baltimore. Wé 
are near enough to the events and the horizon has sufficiently clear- 
ed to justify at least tentative predictions, 

The first premise is this: 

If, tomorrow, the democracy went before the country with any 
proved and éonservVatiye candidate, it would sweep the polls. 

The cause? Cohesiveness and a sound policy back of the dem- 
ocrats; behind the republicans, an* organization irrevocably ‘shatter- 
ed, in which discipline is a mockery, which is weighted down, on 
the one side by the Banquo’s ghost of the third term; on the other 
by the manifest and intolerable evils of Hitchcockism and Wicker- 


. 


shamism. 


For the past two years the democracy has wrought more sub- 
stantially and with a broader statesmanship than at any time since 
the civil war. : 

Under accurate and level-headed leadership, it has, for the time 
at least, exploded the cynical superstition that at the psychological 
moment it might be relied upon to defeat itSelf by folly. 

Disregarding partisanship, at supported not once, but on sey- 
eral occasions, the program of a republican president, when it was 
patent that program was founded on reason and that it was best for 
the country. 

On its own behalf, it has framed and put through the house 
and, in some instances, through the senate, substantial ‘tariff re- | 
ductions that materialized every unwritten pledge upon which it 
was intrusted with power. That these reductions have not become 
operative is not the faplt of the democracy. The nation is cog-

On the all-important matters of discipline, harmony, and or-

What about the republicans? 

The plight of the once-truly-named “grand old party” is gen- 
uinely pitiable. In the house it has even failed to show itself an 
effective party of opposition. Time after time its strongest mem- 
bers have been drawn into the democratic program, and upon occa- 
sions innumerable it has resorted to obstructionist tactics—in the 
senate as well—that have been frowned upon by the country, ir- 
respective of partisanship. 

\ Qut upon the hustings, conditions are’even worse. The two’ 
leading candidates for the nomination have drifted into a campaign 
which for bitterness, venom and mud-slinging has rarely been 
equaled in American politics. 

Increasingly 1% it in evidence that, whatever the outcome at 
Chicago, the rival partisans cannot be whipped into line for the 
There will be antmosity, deadly and unrelenting, be- 
ginning with the adjournment of the convention, going straight 
up to the polls and throwing hundreds of thousands of votes into 
the democratic camp—whether actually, or from the stay-at-home 
contingent.

STRIKE POLITICS FROM THE SCHOOLS. 


The public schools of Atlanta have been politics-ridden long 
enough. It is time to lift the handicap. Unless some step in that 
direction is speedily taken the efficiency of what is really a magnifi- 
cent educational system will be seriously impaired. When, or if, 
that calamity develops, we will be treated to the same jowering and 
evading no® going on about the badly-built school buildings, the 
garbage disposal plant and the management of parks. Prevention is 
the one sane course. 

The board of education should be clothed with plenary, and 
not fictional, powers—then held to a rigid accountability, which can- 
not logically obtain under present conditions. That is the procedure 
in most American cities of Atlanta’s class. The board should be im- 
powered to levy, and disburse, a special school tax, prorated from 


the city’s fegular tax rate. The size of this tax and the manner in 


which it is expended should, of course, be defined by specific safe- 


guards. 
The day for trifling with the education of the rising generation, 


as with the health of the entire city, is past! The solution, as re- 
gards the schools, has been amply tried out in other cities. It should 
be adopted here with a celerity tempered only by common sense. 


A'TLANTA’S MILIFANT WOMEN. 


The recent proceedings of the semi-annual! meeting of the At- 
lanta City Federation of Women’s Clubs demonstrate to a nicety 
the splendid asset possessed by the city in the type of club women 
who predominate here. It is to be doubted if in any city in the 
country, of whatever size, there exists an organization with a more 
coherent and sensible program, and with a more devoted and result- 
getting membership. 

Resolutions aimed at several civic needs, all of them practical 
and long obvious, were passed without a dissenting voice. The re- 
port of the meeting says: 


Addressed in all modesty to the city council, the resolutions called attention 
to the fuct that the beauty of the city is marred by the irregularity of the build- 
ing line, and (1) urged an ordinance to secure conformity; they suggested (2) 
an enforcement of the law against spitting in the streets; they begged (3) that 
no delsy be allowed in the establishment of the proposed crematory, which is 
s0 important to the health of all citizens, 

The next (4) recommendation was that more stringent laws be made to 
protect the city’s shade trees, that they may not be used for hitching posts. 
Suggestion 6 referred to t®e mosquito nuisance, and called for its suppression 
by the pouring of oil on ponds in and around the city. 

Resolution 6 relates that, while the ordinance regarding drinking cups has 
been passcd, no free drinking cups are provided in railway stations, and so, for 
the convenience of the stranger within the gates, it was proposed that sanitary 
drinki.ug fuuntains be placed. 


These recommendations are typical of the spirit that actuates 
the organized women of Atlanta. Fortunate is that city which de- 
velops mothers, wives, daughters, sisters and sweethearts, who take 
such an intelligent interest in the public welfare. Their activity is 
a constant inspiration to citizens generally and to the authorities 
to work away ceaselessly at the task of civic improvement. 

When the “Atlanta spirit” is brought under the microscope, 
much of its driving force will be found to consist of the energy and 
consecration of the women of the city. 
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THE BIG NAVY BOGIE. 


One need not agree with all of the statements of ex-Governor 
Frank Hanly, of Indiana, in his recent debate here with Congress- 
man Hobson, to find much soundness in his misgivings regarding a 
huge naval construction program. No sensible or patriotic American 
would grudge sufficient appropriatiogs to keep our fleets and coast 
defenses on a relative par with those of other nations. But any at- 
tempt to enter into the mad European competition for naval su- 
premacy is little short of folly. 

Both in the British house of commons and in the German reich- 
stag, it has freely been admitted that the factors most nearly threat- 
ening these nations with bankruptcy is the craze for the “Dread- 
nought” and for the “super-Dreadnought.” The price of one of 
these vessels, completed, would go a far way toward inaugurating 
a scientific system of good roads in this country. And as to the 
desirability of good roads over battleships, all other considerations 
being equal, the average American will not be long in deciding. 

We have, on our side, a splendid continental isolation and a 
priority over every other nation in the matter of amicable relations 
with the world-at-large. The United States would be the last coun- 
try in the world to be drawn into a quarrel, the last great power 
with which any other power would care to pick a quarrel. Our al- 
liances, both written and by business and blood interests, are pow- 
erful. These should count for much when discussion as to a gigan- 
tic navy comes to the fore. And that is not to take into account 
the peace-movement, which bids fair now to enwrap all civilization 
in its harmonizing program. 
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THE BEST KIND OF BABY SHOW. 


Everyone is familiar with the conventional “baby show,” in 
which infants and toddlers of varying ages are paraded before fear- 
ful judges and jealous mothers with a view to détermining which 
is entitled to the blue and the red ribbons, from the standpoint of 
pulchritude, plumpness, intelligence and various other qualities. 
Kut the city of Philadelphia purposes holding another sort of “baby 
show,” and it is of a constructive nature that must appeal to all 
Americans in sympathy with the general principles of human con- 
servation. 

As described by The New York Evening Post, this new-fashion- 
ed “baby exposition” is projected along the following lines: 


“Baby-Saving Show” is het the most dignified title that can be imagined, 
but it is tne name that has been given to something that is expected to be a 
mile-stone in the advancement of Philadelphia. All of next week there will be 
in the Quaker City a demonstration, by means of educational exhibits, lectures, 
and moving pictures, of what can be done, and of what therefore ought to be 
done, ta reduce infant mortality. Those who have made a study of the subject 
estimate that haif of those who die can be saved. But this is only one side 
of the picture. The object of those who are promoting the Philadelphia exhibi- 
tion 18 not merely to keep more children alive; it is no less the intention to 
make life worth more to them by seeing that they have a fair start. Lectures 
will be delivered in foreign languages, in order that as many persons as possible 
may be instructed, and the suggestions offered will not be ideal prescriptions 
that oniy the fortunate can apply, but will be adapted to those in humble cir- 
cumstances. 


The baby show of the old days ministers to the parental love 
and pride, and also the vanity, of the community-at-large. The new 
baby shqgw goes down to the very foundation of the race, and 
serves society by protecting it at its fountain-head. 

It would be an excellent idea if the Philadelphia plan obtained 
generally, and if baby-saving exhibitions were staged in every town 
and city in the country year by year, their lesson being driven home, 
in the meantime, by the press, moving picture shows and every 
available device of publicity.

Georges Louis, French ambassador, 
from St. Petersburg into a diplomatic 
sensation was in itself a “tempest in 
a teapot.” This brilliant Frenchman, 
formerly political director of the 
French foreign office, returns to Paris 
because St. Petersburg was unsuited 
to his not too robust constitution, and 
Madame Louis Was really ill.

BOYS’ CORN CLUBS 


ARE FAR-REACHING 


Over 139 Counties Organized 
With 10,000 Members 


Girls Organize Canning Clubs. 
State Agents Have Impor- 
tant Meeting at Athens and 
Plan Important Work for 
the Near Future. 


No more significant or potent move- 
ment for the educational] and agricul- 
tural development of Georgia can be 
found than that represented by the 
meeting of the district corn club and 
county canning club agents, held at 
the State College of Agriculture in 
Athens, May 27, 28 and 29. 

These agents, under the direction of 
the State College of Agriculture, in co- 
operation With the farm demonstration 
work of the United States department 
of agriculure are directing a state- 
wide organization of boys and girls. 
With the activa co-operation of county 
school superintendents and teachers, 
the boys’ corn clubs have been organ- 
ized in 139 counfies, with an enroll- 
ment of about 10,000 boys, while 
counties crganized in girls’ canning 
clubs now have 2,500 members. These 
clubs furnish an efficient means of 
teaching the boys fundamental prin- 
ciples of agriculture, and with the 
girls the training involved will go far 
toward raising the standard of home 
life on our farms. The increased yields, 
more economical production crops 
and the impetus given to the devel- 
opment of a finer rural civilization are 
already proving the wisdom of prac- 
tical education for boys and girls. The 
following were in attendance at this 
meeting:

O. B. Martin, in charge of boys’ and 
girls’ canning clubs from. the United 
States farm demonstration work, 
Washington, D. C., spoke at some 
length on the scope and object of the 
club work. The rest of this ‘session 
was devoted to reports of those in 
charge of district and county oargani- 
zations. The six district corn club 
agents represent a form of organiza- 
tion found only in Georgia, since this 
plan of close direction of the work Is 
being followed only in this state. Fif- 
teen ladies, leaders among the teaci- 
ers of many counties, have charge of 
the county canning clubs. The reports 
of these representing all sections of the 
state were ful] of interest and gave 
gratifying news of the rapid develop- 
ment of a work so newly established. 

The second day's session was de- 
voted entirely to practical canning 
demonstration and discussion of meth- 
ods of canningéfor home and market. 
In the afternoon the assembled repre- 
sentatives of this work were fortunate 
in being addressed by Chancellor Bar- 
row, of the University of Georgia, 
whose fine words of appreciation and 
encouragement were most timely. An 
evening session followed, at which Mr. 
©. B. Martin lectured. Many stereop- 
ticon views of boys’ and girls’ club 
work in all parts of the south helped 
to indicate the extent and intiuence of 
this work as well as to show its pic- 
thresque phases and. social outgrowth. 

Fall and Summer Work. 

The third duy’s session included dis- 
cussions and plans for various phases 
o the summer and all work. Field 
meetings for both boys and girls, at 
which practical instructions will be 
given, will be held in many counties, 
canning demonstrations for girls will 
be held in several centers of -each 
county organized. Plans for county, 
district and state contests were made, 
and it is confidently expected that at 
all o these fairs fine exhibits and re- 
ports will be made. The generoug 
support already subscribed by school 
officials, by business organizations, in- 
dividual citizens and women’s clubs, 
show that these contests and schoo! 
fairs will be a significant feature of 
the work. District contests will be 
held in Augusta, Coiumbus, Tifton and 
Savannah, while Atlanta will have a 
state contest. More largely than ever 
before the awards and prizes will give 
educational opportunity to worthy boys 
and girls. Several scholarships to both 
boys and girls for the short course at 
the State College of Agriculture have 
been announced, and it Is believed that 
every county in the state will send at 
least one boy and girl to these short 
courses, thus insuring a definite ad- 
vantage in agricultural and home 
training which will be far more valu- 
able to the individual and his commu- 
nity than could possibly come from an 
équivalent cash prize,

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REPORT 1S WA 
ON JUNE CROPS 


Agricultural Department Issues 


' 


Customary Bulletin; = 


Outlook Is 
Average Crop of Cotton, 
But With Ideal Weather 
Conditions There May 
Fairly Good Results. 


Commissioner J. J. Connor yesterday 
issued the annual June crop report of 
the state department of agriculture, 
based on more than 500 statements 
covering every county in Georgia. 

The report is presented as an accu- 
rate summary showing just the condi- 
tions that prevailed throughout’ the 
State as to cotton and other crops, at 
the time the statements were sent in, 
which has been within the last two 
or three days. 

The outlook is rather gloomy, it is 
stated, for an average crop of cotton, 
still, with ideal conditions from now on 
it may yet be brought around to 
normal. 

The corn crop is in fine condition, 
even ahead of last year, while other 
crops, as a rule, make a fair average 
showing. 

Department’s Statement. 

Here is the statement of crop condi- 
tions in Georgia, as furnished by Com- 
missioner Connor: 

“Following I submit to the people 
of the state the usual June report of 
the condition of the crops of Georgia. 

“I wish to state that this department 
sent out the usual inquiries to some 
700 correspondents, Replies to these 
inquiries have been furnished the de- 
partment by some 500 of these corre- 
spondents. And below we give the 
exact average of acreage and condition 
indicated by these reports. 

“I wish to further state that the de- 
partment has studiously sought to ob- 


j tain and give to the public the exact 


condition from the viewpoint of abso- 
lutely honest effort, as the records of 
this office (which are always open to 


==) investigation) will verify. 


“A little comment, however, is 
essary in order to a proper under- 
standing of the situation, and espe- 
clally is this true with respect to the 
cotton crop. And as the comment re- 
lating to cotton will include the. com- 
ment necessary to the other crops, it 
will be given and the others omitted 
for the sake of brevity. 

, Crop Is Late. 

“Our reports show with respect to 
cotton that the crop, compared with 
last year, Is 22 days late: that 12 per 
cent of the crop had to be. planted 
Over; that practically another 12 per 
cent had not been planted at all wheh 
the reports were made. 

“This condition clearly indicates 
that the reports which make the aver- 
age of 71 per cent as to condition. are 
based on the. crop which had been 
Planted and a stand obtained when the 
reports were made; and does not 
reckon with the 12 per-cent which had 
to be replanted and the 12 per cent 
which had not been planted at that 
time. The result, therefore, can only 
deal with 76 percent of the crop, leav- 
ing out the 24 per cent Which is in 
very bad condition with an extremely 
late start. 

“Our reports also show that only 81 
per cent of commercial fertilizers have 
pbeenissued on the cotton crop, com- 
pared to the amount used last year. 

“Complaint of cold, rainy weather 
is set out in nearly every report; and 
the outlook for a norma! yleld is 
gloomy. Still, with ideal conditions 
from now on, it is possible for Georgia 
to produce in the neighborhood of an

Paris, June 1.—The Prophecy of a 
death a day in the passing of the ex- 
perimental stage of ‘aviation in Eu- 
rope is fast being realized.

The 
following day Herr Schmigulski was 
killed wiuilile flying at Cassel. Four- 
teen days after the death of Hoefli oa- 
curred the catastrophe at Brookands 
when Fisher and Mason were killea—

New Ethics for the Profession 
Will Be One Result--Had 
a Good Time. 


St. Elmo Massengale, delegate-at- 
large frém the Atlanta Ad Men’s Club 
to the eighth national convention of 
advertising men at Dallas, Texas, has 
returned home and says it was by: far 
the most successful meeting of adver- 
tising mén ever held in the world. * 

“The result of the convention will 
be world-wide,” said Mr. Massengale, 
“and a new era of ‘honesty in adver- 
tising’—ethics in the profession— 
higher percentages of efficiency in all 
lines of advertising will result.” 

The educational committee, of which 
Mr. Massengale is a member, and the 
only member from the south, had daily 
meetings of intense interest not only - 
during the convention, but daily for 
five days of a tour around the state of 
Texas, meeting in a different city each 
day. This committee has planned an 
ambitious program of nard,_ serious 
study and work for the coming twelve 
months for the members in the United 
States and Canada. 

A course is being perfected to *put 
into state universities, Y. M. C. A.’s 
and business colleges throughout the 
country, and certificates of rellability, 
character and ability to discuss the 
fundamentals: of advertising will here- 
after be necessary before men can of 
their own volition dub themselves “ad- 
vertising men.” The “real business” 
of this convention was very noticeable 
and yet the svucial features were won- 
derful events and showed Texas up as 
a state of unbounded hospitality, the 
like of which will be hard to find. 

“The rawlroads of Texas took five 
special trains, solid Pullmans, loaded 
with 1,000 advertising men from every 
section of the United States, Canada, 
some from Honolulu and England, to 
Fort Worth,* Waco, San Antonio, Gal- 
veston, Houston, after spending four 
days in Dallas.

THE BATTLE OF 

The garrison of Fort Donelson hav- 
ing been forced to capitulate, it was 
now quite evident that Nashville would 
next fall a prey to the enemy. More- 
over, this disaster which befell the 
confederates gave the federals a gtrong 
foothold in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
It caused the evacuation of Columbus 
and Bowling Green by the confeder- 
ates, and depressed sgoutherp stock in 
Europe. A great many®@critics bLlame 
Johnston for intrusting the command 
of such an important point as Fort 
Donelson to such an incompetent gen- 
eral ag Floyd, 

The confederates were now forced 
to form a new line of battla It ex- 
tended from middle Tennessee to the 
borders of Alabama and Mississippi. 

General Grant, who had thirty thou- 
sand troops at Fort Donelson, led his 
army down to Pittsburg Landing on 
the Tennessee river, about twenty 
miles from Corinth, Miss. Grant's | 
corps extended to Shiloh church.

he awaited the arrival of General 
Buell, who was at that time in Nash- 
ville. Buell had under his command 
about thirty-seven thousand troops.

[ A TRIBUTE TO JEFF DAVIS 


“When time shall have softened pas- 
sion and prejudice, when reason shall 
have stripped the mask from misrepre- 
sentation, then Justice, holding evenly 
her scales, will recognize much of 
past censure and praise to change 
places.”” These words of the first, last 
and only president of the Confederacy, 
in the light of past history, sound like 
a prophecy. 

Rev. J. William Jones says of him: 
“We must be content with Saying that, 
while he has been denounced by. union 
writers and made a ‘scapegoat’ by cer- 
tain Confederates, there can be little 
doubt that he discharged the duties of 
his office with ripe experience, rare 
ability, patriotic devotion, and even 
with wonderful success, when one con- 
siders the ‘overwhelming numbers and 
resources’ which opposed him. It is 
most fitting that the birthday of this 
martyr to his principles should be a 
legal holiday, and that the children of 
the Confederacy should be taught that 
to live for a principle, to die if need 
be, is more glorious than to accumulate 
the riches of a Croesus. The first an- 


nouncement of Davis’ death to Atlanta 
and Georgia was an editorial in The 


Constitution, which was written at 
2:30 o'clock in the morning by the 
gifted and lamented Henry W. Grady. 
‘who rose from his bed in order that 
his graceful pen might thus record the 
promptings of his loving heart.’ 

“I quote only in part his tribute to 
‘great heart and stainless life’: 

“ ‘Jefferson Davis will be mourned in 
millions of hearts today. Government 
will not render to him tthe pomp and 
circumstance of a grent death: but his 
people will give to him a tribute of 
love and tears surpassing all that gov- 
ernment could do, and honoring his 
memory as no earthly parade could not 
do! He is our dead! And from Maryland 
to Texas, wherever in other states or in 
other lands his people may have wan- 
dered—wherever dauntless courage is 
or stainless honor has made friends— 
wherever they who have suffered are 
loved, and superb fortitude may touch 
the heart or dim the eye—there Jeffer- : 
son Davis—God bless his name as we 
write it—will be honored an mourned 
tdday If amid the winds of the new 
morning into which his soul has enter- 
ed the grief of the world may come, he 
will be content to know that hig people 
love him, and loving mourn! Greater 
honor than is his this people hath 
given, and can givg no more!’”

Modern Atlanta has thus been built 
up since the war. Peace had hardly 
been declared before its citizens wer 
hard at the task of rebuilding, and by 
1866 the population numbered 20,228, 
and property values were placeqg a 
$7,000,000. he residents of the city 
were the most energetic in the state, 
They opened a campaign to capture 
the state capital from Milledgeville 
and succeeded. In 1868 the legislature 
made Atlanta the capital, and tne 
Kimball opera house became the state 
house. The opera house remained as 
the state house until the presept state- 
ly capitol was completed in 18389. The 
state house is of oolithic limestone, 
with Georgia marble interior, ang cost 
$1,000,000. Today it coulg not be con- 
structed, according to conservative es- 
timates, for perhaps twice that sum, 
It is one of the few instances in 
which a public Dbuflding was built 
within tHe appropriation. The legisla- 
ture set apart $1,000,000 for the state 
house, and upon completion of the 
structure the building commission re- 
turned an unexpended balance of $18 
and some cents. 

Rapid Growth. 

Be From 1880 to 1890 Atlanta grew from 
ww. f 37,409 popuiation to 65,533, or at the 

ae rate of 75 per cent. In the next dec- 
ade it made a growth og 37 per cent, 
while from 1900 to 1910 it increased 
from 389,872 to 154,83%, or at the rat 
of 72 per cent. Its population is no 
placed at 175,000. 

The skyscraper district of Atlanta 
has grown up during the last twenty 
years until now the city has a section 
that looks as metropolitan as New 
York or Chicago, and the streets run 
with such lack of geometrical plan— 
the city, like Boston and Baltimore, 
has old country roads ang lanes as 
the basis for its main thoroughfares— 
that the cloud-scraping buildings 
make all the more imposing display. 
Every street downtown gives a new 
vista for the great buildings.

Chicago on a reduced scale is re- 
produced in Atlanta. The business 
Giatrict is climbing skywards; the 
streets have the appearance of can- 
yons; business moves at a tremendous 
Stride; Atlanta has all the enterprise 
and energy of a northern metropolis 
combined with al] the charms of a 
southern town—it is the highest typi- 
fication of the “new south.” 

Atlanta is still marveling at the phe- 
nomenon of its own rapid growth, and 
its business men appear to he never 
weary o fcasting an introspective eye 
in the dipection of the causes that 
have brought about the development of 
the “metropolis of the scutheast,” as 
the citv is often designated. In gen- 
eral, the climate and the geographical 
postition of Atlanta are considered the 
chief contributory sources of the city’s 
rise. Lying 1,050 feet above sea level, 
the city has an atmosphere that is 
almost effervescent. “Atianta air is 
like orampagne, we need no other 
stimulant,’ is a local proverb which 
the visitor generally hears within ten 
minutes after he arrives and continues 
tu hear at frequent intervals until he 
departs. The climate is that of Den- 
ver, without the “mile above sea level” 
altitude, and its tonic effect is held to 
be the secret of the energy of the 
Georgia capital. 

As to its geographical position At- 
lanta is in the enviable position of 
cocupying a site right in the mouth 
of a commercial funnel. Nearly all 
traff_lo fron: the east and west bound 
for the southeast, passes through At- 
lanta. The city is a natural point of 
convergence for the railroads that run 
parallel with the Appalachian chain 
inco the southeast and for the roacfs 
that run from the Mississippi valley to 
the South Atlantic seaboard. Both 
these streams of commerce pour down 
the sidos of a funnel, as it were, until 
they meet at Atlanta, which is right 
at the neck of the funnel. The city 
is the filtering point of the commerce, 
trad: end tourist travel that moves 
into the southeast, and this fact is 
making the metropolis greater each 
yoar—the faster the south develops the 
Mure repidly Atlanta grows. 

City Net an Accident. 

As a.mere matter of history, At- 
lanta oWes its existence to the matter 
of tpography. The olty was by no 
mieana an aceident, It was founded 
jn 1888 and its original name was 
Terr'inus, from the fact that it was 
the termina) of a railroad built from 
Chattencega by the state of Georgia, 
the Western and Atiantic. When the 
railroad was completed in 1843 Ter- 
minus was only a village, a cross- 
reads sevitiement.

Eighteen hours or less by 
rail takes one from Atlanta to any 
part of the gulf ang south Atlantic 
coasts. 

As early as 1859 G. B. Haygood, com- 
Piler of a history of Atlanta, com- 
mented upon the unusual enterprise of 
the citizens, stating that Atlanta at that 
time had “had a growth unexampled in 
the history ofthe south.” Unlike other 
cities, the mechanical element predom- 
inated in the early city, which Was 
natural for a railroad center. “Most 
of the inhabitants came here,’ wrote 
Haygood, “or the purpose of better- 
ing their fortunes by engaging active- 
ly in some King of business, and thus 
presents the anomaly of having very 
few aged persons residing in it. The 
population of the aty is remarkable 
for its activity ang enterprise.” 

A Mass of HKuins, 

At the outbreak of the civil war At- 
lanta had a population of about 14,000, 
At the close of the war there was no 
Atlanta.

The scene of the arrest has become a 
spot of deep interest in the pretty lit- 
tle town of Decatur, as its location will 
be one of the main points in the case 
if appealed.

BUYS CORN CLUBS 
FOR THE NEGROES 


Work Started in That Direction 
Has Been Very Successful 


P. C. Parks, of Clarke university, has 
recently received a number of con- 
gratulatory letters in regard to the 
success of his work in establishing 
boys’ corn clubs among the negroes 
ef the state. 

QGne of the letters he recently re- 
ceived is from H. G. Hastings, the local 
seedman, who has written him as fol- 
lows: 

“Pp. C. Parks, Clarke University, 
South Atlanta, Ga.: I wish to congratu- 
late you on your success in getting a 
boys’ corn club movement = started 
among the negro boys of Georgia, One 
of the great troubles of the younger 
generation of the negro at the present 


Aime is the almost total lack. of any- 


thing being done for them in the way 
of teaching them better agricultural 
methods. I am certainly very glad to 
see that our negro colleges, that in 
the past have devoted themselves so 
largely to classical education, are 
taking an interest in and furthering 
this agricultural movement, for I be- 


any other one movement. With all due 
respect to the classical ang mechanical 
education that has been developed for 
the negro race, I belleve that the ulti- 
mate destiny of the mass of the negro 
race is alomg the agricultural lines 
and anything that tends to make the 
negro a more’ intelligent farmer or 
farm laborer is to the advantage, not 
only to the individual negro himself, 
but to the entire state, and I sincerely 
you the @mreatest success in this 
line of work which you have

How Work Will be Taken Up. 
In discussing the work for the im- 
provement of negro country life P. Cc 


Parks said 

“One of the essential factors in the 
progress of the commonwealth of 
Georgia is the improvement of rural 
conditions. The work already done has 
borne good fruit, but muc yet re- 
mains to be done. Following this 
large movement, which igs manifest- 
ing its efficiency, the negroes, on whom 
a large part of the work naturally 
falls, wish to do their full share in 
bringing about the great resu!ts. 

“After quietly gathering data and 
seeking to understand the spirit of 
the movement, as well as the facts in 
the general situation, a project has 
been advanced among the schools to 
this end, known as “lhe Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Schools for the Improve- 
ment of Negro Country Life.’ The 
schools which are thus far in this 
movement are the Atlanta university, 
Clark university, Atlanta Baptist col- 
lege, Spelman seminary, Gammon 
Theological seminary and Morris 
Brown college. . 

“A two-fold purpose is stated in the 
constitution of thig organization: 1. 
To stimulate and encourage self-help 
among the negroes; 2. to co-operate

The Boys’ Corn Clubs. 


“One immediate line of procedure 
determined upon its the forming of corn 
clubs among the negro boys of the 
state. The results of only afew weeks’ 
work in this direction show nine coun- 
ties definitely organized with an en- 
rolilment of 322 boys as active con- 
testants, and three or four more 
counties in the process of organization 
with gooq promise of success. 

“It is further proposed as a result 
of this work that a corn show be held 
in Atlanta this fall as a demonstration 
of the resuits secured by this move- 
ment. The federation has provided 
$200 to be given as prizes to the boys 
who are successful contestants in pro- 
ducing the largest amount of corn on 
an acre of ground. In addition to this 
very substantial contributions have 
been made to the prize list by the At- 
lanta, Birmingham ang Atlantic raii- 
road, the Beimont farm, the Car- 
michael Manufacturing Company and 
others. 


Will Organize at Once. 


“It is the purpose to organize as 
many counties for this work in general, 
and in corn clubs in particular, as pos- 
sible, not only for this season, but for 
permanent effort. Much  encourage- 
ment is being given this effort and 
many persons have signified their in- 
tention of giving co-operation by 
making contributions, both to thecorn 
prizes and to the general expenses of 
the movement. 

“It is hoped that general approval 
wil] be given to this movement. The 
echools represented in this federation 
enroll 2,750 boys.and girls, 80 per cent 
of which are from the state of Georgia 
and a majority from the villages and 
rural districts of the state, who go 
out to carry the inspirations for this 
work to their homes and communities. 

“The large amount of actual labor 
must be accomplished by the negro in 
producing the crops and he should be 


Washington, June 1.—A readjust- 
ment of freight rates on fresh meats 
and packing house products from 
Wichita, OKlahoma City and Fort 
Worth to destinations in other states 
were ordered today by the interstate 
commerce commission. The commis- 
sion had provided a schedule of rates, 
but before they became effective pro- 
tests from shippers were recvi-ed, 
and they were suspended pending 
further investigation.

At the time when Napoleon was at the height 
of hia power, after Austerlits, when he had put 
ene brother on the throne of Holland and an- 
ether on the throne of Naples, there was born 
among the mountains of Oaxaca, in Mexico, an 
Indian boy, who was destined to give the Gna!

They had _  ~»been 
reared like delicate plants in royal gardens, and 
were unsuited to the soll volcanic fires hai 
lifted between the gulf and thé ocean.

Into this land of ghosts and voices, and 
ashes and biood, i!nto this land of unsettled 
accounts, Maximiliian and Carlotta were com- 
ing, called by bankrupt notables, as treach- 
erous as they were cowardly.

Salazar and Arttcago. This infamous procia- 
maticn, issued at the !nstigation of the French. 
It was that led at length to the execution of 
Maximilian. 

From the vary outset of the landing of Max!i- 
millian in Mexico, he found himself involved 
in difficulties of the moat serious kind.

Farming is a natural gift possessed by ev- 
erybody except farmers. 

Farmers farm with antiquated methods and 
thus impoverish the soil. When it is com- 
pletely impoverished, they put this soil into 
the hands of a receiver. 

The recetver is almost always a naturer with 
a thorough literary trdining ‘in progressive 
methods of farming. 

In this way progressive naturers through- 
out the land aré rapidly acquiring the farms 
of unprogressive farmers for utterly insign- 
ificant sums of money. Most of these farms 
are easily worth sums many times more in- 
significant. 

4fter acquiring a farm the naturer’s first 
irapulse is to rush home and tell hia wife. His 
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second impulse will be different. This second 
impulse is the correct one. 

Naturer’s wives do not know that every farm 
can be made to pay at once by farming it with 
brains. 

These brains operate the farm by intuition. 
The old-fashioned farmer refuses to utilize this 
for farming, but uses it exclusively for in- 
vesting money with mysterious strangers. 

A farm should respond instantly to intuition. 
If it does not, the fault is the farm’s, and the 
naturer can diagnose the complaint easily by 
making an exploratory incision with a surgical 
instrument known as a plow. 

A horse is hitched to ome end of the instru- 
ment. When the naturer has hitched himself 
to the other end, he makes a brief stateme:t. 
to that effect to the horse and the plow im- 
mediately foams through the farm with the 
naturer undulating gracefully in its wake. 

The foaming continues indefinitely, unless 
there afe stones in the farm. The naturer 
need not look for these. By a beautiful yet 
simple contrivance, the handle of the plow 
makes an automatic report of each stone under 
the naturer’s chin. 

If the records are fairly continuous, the na- 
turer is safe, after a quarter of an hour or 
less, in diagnosing the farm’s complaint as pro- 
gressive petrification, 

This disease originated in New England, 
where the farms became petrified when they 
gaw the first Puritan. The chief symptom is 
a general hardening of the features, with heavy, 
anxious looking furrows. It ts incurable. 

If there is no petrification, the diagnosis is 
that the farm needs a drink, In modern agri- 
culture this is more scientifically known as 
irrigation. The old-fashioned farmer expects 
the weather bureau to attend to this for him, 
but the brain-farmer does not depend on poli- 
tics. 

He does it with artesian wells. Artesian 
wells are long, thin holes. These holes are 
inserted into the farm and’ pushed down till 
they reach a subterranean body of water. 

As soon as the farm is trrigated, it must be 
drained. This can not be done, as some na- 
turers believe, by putting !n a crop of leeks.

It is done with ditches. These ditches often 
grow wild, but the best ones are planted arti- 
ficially. 

Impatient naturers often try to ditch a farm 
quickly by hiring a railroad engineer. This, 
however, is unwise. The science of @itching a 
farm is essentially different from ditching a 
train. 

While the ditches are growing, the naturer 
should stock the farm with domestic animals. 
In advanced countries, where there is no arti- 
ficial barrier between the sexes, the farmer 
needs only one domestic animal. This domestic 
animal is the wife. In the United States the 
wife is not domesticated. 

The most important farm animal is the cow. 
Cows come in all sizes and qualities. The best 
for the average farm is the ordinary four-cylin- 
der ten-quart-power one, with a low chassis, 
upholstered in plain brown. The cow should be 
selected especially with a view to easy cranking. 

The farm should now be pulverized. This ts 
done to produce little holes known as capillary 
attraction, which suck the plant food up to the 
Plants. Old-fashioned farmers neglect to pul- 
verize their farms, claiming that every farm is 
ground by nature. Thus they waste capillary 
attraction and their plants often have to shut 
down in the midst of the busy season. 

This ig especially injurious to cereals which 
should not be interrupted. 

Plant food is nitrogen. The little stakes often 
put alongside of planta in gardens are not for 
them to eat. The best plant food is known as 
chemical fertiliser. This should be used with 
the brain on every farm. 

Its purpose is to make the farm so étrong that 
it can bear anything. 

The only other important thing in brain farm- 
ing is rotation of crops. This is not achieved 
by planting turnips. Rotation of crops menns 
to take a crop out of the ground, seli It in- 
stantly for a very large sum of money and put 
in another crop which will sell for still more 
money. 

Expert naturers rotate their crops so fast 
that the beetles and bugs get vertigo. 

To determine what crops to plant, the na- 
turer should search the city markets for the

Why 
did not I give heed to your voice? So many 
untoward events. Alas! So many sudden 
blows have shattered al] my hopes, so that 
death is but a happy deliverance, not an agony 
to me. I shall die glort like a soldier, 
like a King vanquished, but not dishonored. 
If your sufferings are too great and God should 
call you soon to join me, I shall bless his 
divine hand, which has weighed so heavily 
ipon us. Adieu, adieu Your poor Max.” 

So the curtain falls at the close of the last 
act of forty-seven years of tragedy in Mexico 

In the displacement and destruc of rov- 
alty in Mexico many old scores were settied 
Many national debts were paid off the 
balance sheet of a downtrodden race many new 
credits were set down. Unmitigated wrongs 
and unholy usurpations found compensation at 
last. The fires which had put the oil to bolling 
in the unctuous fury of which Guatehmoc’s 
feet were burned off had never gone out The 
light they gave was dim and flickering often 
but for 300 years they had kept company with 
the unperturbed ice on the brow of Popocate- 
peti. Fed by Juerez’s patriotism, they now 
flamed to heaven and flashed among the stars 
the vindication of the Indian race. New luster 
was added to the glory of Hidalgo’s name. [It 
found itself written in fresh flowers and filled 
with new meaning. Under the beaming sky 
of that unchanging summer land justice had 
come to walk amid her banana plantations and 
her coffee groves and to lend new beauty to 
her crimson and scarlet flowers. The music 
in her 10,000 plazas would fall upon the evening 
and morning air with sweeter harmony; the 
tales of love young senors breathed through 
lattice windows into the ears of bright senor- 
itas would have in them more of self-reliance 
and manliness. 

The sympathy of the human race is perhaps 
well-nigh unanimously with Juarez and his 
brave Aztec leaders, as far as this Mexican 
question was concerned. But men everywhere, 
without respect to nationality or clime, will 
never cease to regret the fatal mistake that 
led Maximilliam and “Poor Carlotta’ to reach 
Mexico just in time to be caught and over- 
whelmed in the ruins of an unwelcomed em- 
pire. The relations of Maximillian and Carlotta 
were beautiful, ideal. They were rich, titled 
and crowned in mutual, holy affection. Unlike 
many alliances in royal life, they loved each 
other as tenderly as ordinary people. It was 
their love for one another, sustained amid all 
the dark days which came to them, more than 
anything in their titles or their blood that 
won for them the good will of all nations. By 
the accidents of birth and fortune they were 
separated from the mass of mankind, but in 
their devotion to each other's interests, in 
their simple, faithful, unfaltering love, cherished 
and growing amid misfortune, they were one 
with the good and the virtuous of all the eagth. 
Carilotta’s sufferings have lifted her to a high 
place in the esteem of every good Man and 
woman in the world. Of the house of Orleans, 
young and happy and rich, she united her for- 
tune with those of the heir to the throne of 
Austria when just past sixteen. At twenty-six 
years of age she lost her reason after an in- 
terview with the Emperor of France in which 
she pleaded with him to help the falling for- 
tunes of Mexico. For forty-five years she has 
groped in darkness, unrelleved by a single ray 
of reason or of hope. In the castle of Miramar, 
where once she roamed the spacious grounds 
with her lover in bounding hope, she bore for 
a while her never-lifting sorrow.

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_ Paris, June 1—A jury of the Seine 
assizes acquitted a woman named 
Marguerite Pascal, who in December 
last shot and killed her husband and 
hig aunt in deliberate and premeditat- 
ed fashion. 

M. Pascal, who was a night watch- 
man employed by the Paris Journal, 
had reproved his child Paquerette, 
aged 9, because of an unfavorabje 
school report; and his wife, a nervous, 
ill-tempered woman, took the child's 
part. During a heated discussion she 
uttered an oft-repeated threat to kill 
both her husband and her aunt. 

Pascal slept during, the day, and 
when he was asleep his wife, taking 
the child with her, went out-end pur- 
chased.a revolver and cartridges. The 
shopman explained the method of firing 
to her, and the woman left with her 
Purchase. On the way home she told 
the child, in answer to her inquiries, 
that the revolver was “to kill papa.” 

Leaving the child with the concierge 
she went upstairs, and as Pascal lay 
sleeping she shot him dead, putting 
two bullets through his brain. She 
then went by train to Savigny-sur- 
Orge to the home of the dead man’s 
aunt. The unfortunate woman opened 
the door, and immediately received 
four shots from which she died in a 
hospital three dayg later. 

Mme. Pascal then returned home, 
and after falling on her knees before 


pardon, to the astonishment of the 
concierge, she went to the police of- 
fice and gave herself up. 

Marguerite Pascal appeared on the 
charge of double murder attired in 
deepest mourning and sobbing con- 
stantly. She pleaded for mercy be- 
tween her tears, declaring that she 
had been actuated by some irresisti- 
ble power which mastered per. Sever- 
al times she fainted, and ®er pitiable 
condition gained the jury’s sympathies. 

Then her little daughter Paquerette 
went into the witness box, and, in a 
_childish lHispinge voice, gave pathetic 
evidence in her mother’s favor. 

The result was that, after a power- 
ful speech for the defense, the jury 
brought in the astounding verdict of 
“not guilty,” notwithstanding the pris- 
oner’s admission that she had not only 
committed the crime, but that it had 
been premeditated.

CARPENTER TELLS OF MIGHTY MASSES OF EARTH 


AND ROCK WHICH ARE FALLING INTO PANAMA CANAL 


(Copyright, 1912, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Culebra, Canal Zone, Panama— 
division, we shall go through the cut 
the dry glaciers of the Culebra cut, 
the- mighty masses of earth and rock 
which are sliding down into the big 
ditch that Uncle Sam ts gouging out 
of the Andes. It is hard to under- 
stand them without being on the 
ground. But if you will take your 
foot in your hang and come with Col. 
David D. Gaillard, the famous engi- 
neer who has charge of the Culebra 
division, we shall go tthrough the cut 
and look at them with our own eyes, 
There are plenty in sight, even as I 
write these lines. There are two places 
nearby where more than 1,000,000 
cubic yards of earth and rock are now 
moving. The material in action is 
equal to a solid block 300 feet square 
and 300 feet high. Build it up as a 
cube and its base would be more than 
two acres and it would rise to the 
height of a thirty-story flat. That 
enormous quantity of rock is advanc- 
ing at the rate of almost two feet 
per day and since the beginning of our 
digging we have had thirteen or four- 
teen times as much as that mass to 
take care of. The tota] has been over 
13,060,009 cubic yards, or enough ma- 
terial to make a wall three feet thick 
and as high as a two-story house 


reaching all the way from New York 
to Chicago. It would make four 
mighty pyramids as vig as Gizeh, ¢nd, 
all told, considerably more than the 
exvacation we have yet to make. In 
other words, had there been no slides, 
the excavation for the cana] would 
have been done long ago. As it is, we 
have 11,000,000 cubic yards yet to dig, 
and of this, something like 4,000,000 
are the direct result of the slides 
In the Culebra Cat, 

But let us climb down into the Cu- 
lebra eut. As we stand here on the 
heights we can see it stretching to the 

right and the left until the windings 
of the mountains hide it from view. 
It is altogether nine miles in length, 
and about 300 feet dep. In some places 
the cutting back that has been made 
on account of the slides is almost 
2,000 feet wide at the top, ang the 
sloping sides go down in ledges to the 
bottom of the canal, where the width 
is 300 feet. Looking ait the country, 
the edges of the ditch are ragged.and 
hilly. In some places the mountains 
rise high over it,:and in others they 
slope down and then rise again. 

It is impossible to conceive the vast 
amount of earth that has been taken 
out. The figures convey no idea of 
the concrete dimensions. I will only

I could see the 
earth fall now slowly and now in great 
masses, continuously dropping down 
into the cut. 
The Mighty Cockroach. 

These surface slides have carried 
down great masses of material. Take 
the Cucuracha on the east side of the 
canal. The word Cucuracha means 
“cockroach,” and this cockroach is the 
biggest of its kind upon earth. It cov- 
ers an area of forty-seven acres and 
forms a great mass of earth which 
has broken off 1,820 feet from the 
center line of the canal. 

It began when the French were stil! 
working, and it has caused us trouble 
ever since we started to dig. We have 
already moved out of it a mass of earth 
amounting to 2,000,900 cubic yards, and 
it is still active. At one time it came 
onward at the rate of fourteen feet 
every day. Nevertheless fhe steam 
shovels ate it up as it came, and there 
is no doubt but that the shovels and 
dredges will be able to care for it and 
all the other slides of the future. The 
ordinary slide can be handled by one 
shovel, and this is so even when the 
slide is a long one. At Las Cascades 
a shovel moved up and down a slide 
one hundred times going back and 
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twelve months was over 5,000,000 
pounds. 
pounds, and the consumption in 
sYear, would more than load five trains 
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‘of ‘the Lidgerwood cars which carry 
the earth and rock out of the cut. As 
I watch them charging the holes, I ob- 
serve that the dynamite ts wrapped 
in pink paper, and asked Colonel Gall- 
lard the reason. . He replied: 

“That is .to keep track of it and: pre- 
vent the workmen stealing it to dyna- 
mite the waterre for fishing. Such a 
charge killa the fish, and they rise to 
the surface and can be easily caught.

There is a big slide on the west side 
of the cut near Culebra which covers 
twenty-eight acres and another on the 
east side north of Gold Hillgwhere 
about seventeen acres have broken off, 
beginning 1,200 feet back from the cen- 
ter line of the canal. So far an area 
something like 157 acres of slides has 
been taken out, and there are many 
acres still in motion. Colone] Gaillard, 
who has s@en the glaciers of AlasKa, 
tells me that these slides move just 
like them. Prne earth flows down the 
sloping surface of the bed rock, the 
lateral support of the masses having 
been remioved by the digging. It is 
just ag though the earth were made of 
molasses and held back by dams at the 
Sides. These dams were taken away 
by the digging of the canal. 

Squeezing Old Mother Earth. 

In addition to these surface slides or 
flows there is another class of earth 
motion which is carrying great masses 


of rock intothe canal. These Masses do 


not come from the top, but from the 
strata of which the canal banks are 
made. Sometimes they come from.-below 
the canal bed and force themselves up 
in humps through it, overturning 
steam shovels and throwing dewn the 
railroad tracks. 

During my walk through the cut this 
morning, at.a point just opposite Gold 
Hill, I saw a hump or great hill which 
had risen up to the bed of the canal 
during the night, moving the four rail- 
road tracks which ran parallel across 
tt. The rails were twisted and torn, 
and the wére pulled out of the 
earth. Colone}] Gaillard and myself 
stopped to watch the men who were 
getting ready to repair the tracks and 
were bringing up shovels to take Oy t 
the shump, when !o, right under our 
eves; we sawthe earth rise and throw 
the railroad, ties and all, to one side. I 
had my camera ready and made photo- 
graphs of the grotind while it was 
moving. I had just finished taking my 
last picture when one of the tracks fell 
clear cver and rolled G@qwn the side of 
the hill. This hump was right in the 
bed of the cut and almost on the_bot- 
tom of wnat will be the permanent ted 
of the canal. 

Where Rocks Move Like Water. 

Shortly after this I went with Colo- 
nel Gaillard to one side of the canal 
where the rock was such that the 
strata could be plainly seen. The.wallis 
of the cut contained many different 
layers of rock of-varying degrees of 
density, lying one upon the other. 
Here was a stratum of shale, there one 
of lava, and above it ore of limestone 
or layer of voleanic dust hardened to 
stone. There were also strata of lig- 
nite and other soft rocks. 

Now, before we began excavating, as 
these strata lay one upo the other, the 
weight of the mass was equally dis- 
tributed, bed upon bed, so that it was 
not possible for any of the strata to 
move, nomatter whatlay above them.

out so that it humps up and throws 
the railroad as I have described. 
Slides Can Be Controlled. 
Slides of strata such as I have de- 
scribed are common, but the engineers 
know hew to control them. They have 
oceurred so often that they are now 
taken as a matter of o e. The hump 
I saw tceday will bx put of, the 
way before night.

The Baby Volcanoes of Culebra. 

As we make our way through the cut 
with Colonel Gaillard we can see th9 
baby volcanoes which have alarmed 
the ignorant as to ‘the future of the 
canal. They are,not really volcanoes, 
but are heated areas Where the chemi- 
cal condition of the earth is such that 
it oxidizes upon exposure to the ai> 
and generates heat. In some places 
the cut steams, and in others the 
ground is so warm that you cannot pué 
your hand in it, 

These hot spots are found at various 
depths, and they are often of such a 
temperature that dynamite would ex- 
plode if put down into a hole, drilled 
through them. For this reason a long 
iron pipe is dropped down into every 
drill hole before it is charged. It is 
left there for ten minutes and then 
taken out. Now, by running the hand 
along the pipe one can find whether 
there is a hot place in the hole, as this 
heats the pipe at that place. Som» 
premature explosions have occurred 
owing to the lack of this test, and I 
am told that some of the material now 
being handled would fire dynamite 1 
brought near it. 

I Investigate a Geyser. 

In going through the cut with Colo- 
nel Gaillard the other day I climbed 
the side of a hill to the place where 
the steam was pouring forth like @ 
geyser. The smell of sulphur and 
brimstone was strong, and I had to get 
to windward to prevent being over- 
come by it. The colonel warned me 
also that the gas might be poisonous. 
I reached down and put my hand tin the 
steam. It was scalding. At that place 
the zround was yellow with sulphur 
and the steam was oozing out over an 
area of several square yards. Colonel 

alllard took a manilla envelope aad 
held it over one of the cracks, and the 
heat was such that it destroyed it. It 
even charred.a piece of white phe lum- 
ber, although it did not bring it to a 
blaze. 

In looking at the earth near the 
steam vents it seemed cocl, and I pug 
my hand on the surface. There was no 
eign Of heat, but when I scraped away 
a bit of the crust I was almost burned 
by the contact. 

In loading this stuff the mass is

Bodiless, freed 
from materia! ills and needs, growing 
constantly In knowledge and prescience, 
they are far from being unhappy.

OUSEWIVES the country over 
are considering as never be- 
fore ways and means, devices 
and machines, conditions and 

methods to bring about a way where- 
by washing and ironing may be more 
easily done. They are keen and alert 
and wideawake to the fact that there 
are right ways and wrong ways of 
washing clothes, and they are eager 
to study and apply some of the 
newer suggestions of the present- 
day methods. But there is a pre- 
liminary stage that is often hazy; 
there is a step that needs a fuller 
understanding, that demands a deep 
study of whys and hows—the prob- 
lems that present themselves before 
we wash our clothes. 
Bpeéts and  astaine—-how inoffensive 
they often look, and how stubborn 
they often are! This preparatory 
step in which the question of stains 
and their removal ought to be con- 
sidered is often given but little 
thought, and is many times passed 
over with the remark, “Perhaps they 
will “boil out’; and we are inclined to 
think that in the majority of cases 
stains are left in because house- 
wives do not know how to take them 
out. 
In too many households the aim is to 
t the clothes immediately into a wash- 
an with sOap and water, only to dis- 
cover later the spots and stains that 
rove then so difficult to remove. 
bly hard is it to make headway 
when they have become set by the heat 
of the water and the alkali of the soap, 
so that. as the first suggestion, is urged 
the careful sorting of diothes, not only 
into piles of table linen and nony linen, 
etc., but into those soiled an those 
stai Hence into a separate pile 
should be put every piece that has spots 
or stains, and it {s to this phase of the 
work that the simplest principles may 
be presented, so that intelligent work 
may follow and satisfactory results be 
obtained. ~ 
Wher the clothes containing spots 
and stains have been placed in one pile, 
we are not as yet ready to apply tests, 
for now comes the second division as 
regarding the kind of fabric. We must 
as “What kind of material is this 
? Is it linen, cotton, woolen or 
The kind of fabric controls us 
greatly in what we are to use for the 
stain, and how we are to use it; for 
a method that would be excellent for 
one kind of material would do, untold 
injury to another kind. Textile know!l- 
edge plays a most important part, and 
gome of the characteristic features of 
each kind of fabric may be easily 
singled out to help us in the work that 
is to follow. 


Fiberse—Cotton and Linen 

COTTON: Under the microscope, cot- 
ton fibers are long, flattened, twisted 
tubes, somewhat thickened at the edges. 
This hollow, twisted condition makes 
cotton seem light and elastic. 

LINEN: Linen fibers are  10ng, 
straight, transparent tubes with thick, 
smooth walls. 

Though linen gnd cotton are not -the 
same as to fiber, the effect of chemi- 
cals that we might use to remove 
stalinge on them !s similar, so we may 
consider them as one in regard to meth- 
ods of cleansing. 

1. Cold dilute ackis—like hydrochloric 
acids or oxalic acids—affect these cotton 
or linen fibers little, if the acid is very 
thoroughly washed out afterward. 
the acid is allowed to remain on it, 
serious results may be expected. An 
example may be cited that made a great 
impression on a student who had been 
studying the use of hydrochloric acid 
in removing tron rust from napkins. 
She thought she had-fully carried out 
the directions, and when later she put 
the hot fron to the napkin, it w&g only 
to find holes where the spots had been. 
She had learned in a convincing way 
that if the ackd is not thoroughly rinsed, 
when heat is-applied the fibers: are com- 
pletely destroyed. 

2. Pondentrated or very strong acids 
are much. more destructive than weaker 
ones. By such acids cotton fibers are 
much more quickly dissolved.than linen, 
and soon fall to pieces. They are doubly 
strong, hence doubly active, and of 
course it would not be advisable to 
use them. 

3. Powerful alkalis, like lye or soda, 
are harmful to linen or cotton if al- 
lowed to remain on them. When we 
speak of alkalis here, we mean such 
as washing soda, ammonia, potash, 
borax and lye. We find that among 
alkalis there are two types: those 
which are harmiess, which assist in 
equalizing acids and in brightening col- 
ors, and are mild cleaners. Ammonia 
and borax are in this class. Others— 
lye, soda, potash—are powerful, and are 
likely to produce harmful results. We 
nee not be surprised, then, when 
washerwomen take a handful of wash- 
ing soda and throw into a boiler of 
clothes, to find holes scattered here and 
there. ' 

CONCLUSION: We conclude that it 
is easier to remove stains from cottons 
and linens because we can use both 
acids and abkalis if they are in a dilute 
form, and if afterward thoroughly 
rinsed, no harm results. 


Woolen Fibers 


WOOLEN: ° It is very easy to dis- 
tinguish fibers of wool under the micro- 
scope, for they differ so radically from 
other fibers. They are called scaly 
fibers, for they have numerous cells 
which overlap, and each sbkeath has 
more or less jagged edges. , 
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1. Dilute acids do not affect wool. In 
no wise are they found to be as de- 
structive on these fibers as on cotton 
fibers. 

2. A strong solution of alkali—lye or 
soda—hag a most injurious effect on 
wool, destroying the fibers completely 
in some cases. As proof of this a test 
can be made of placing strands of red 
yarn in a strong solution of lye. After 
a time only the liquid remains. 


CONCLUSION: With woolens we can 
use dilute acids, but not strong alka- 


lis. 
Silk Fibers 


SILK: These fibers are double, lus- 
trous and elastic. Both acids and alka- 
lis affect silk if they are not In a mild 
Or dilute form—like lemon juice. A very 
mild bleach that is often used for silk 
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COTTON FIBERS 


is hyposulphite of soda, known as the 
Peers: s “hypo.” Alkalis§ yel- 

w silk, and strong heat ts very Injuri- 
ous. If skeins of artificial silk are put 
over strong: heat they will absolutely 
digsolve. 


CONCLUSION: With silk, strong heat 
must not be ysed, and not too strong 
acids—never strong alkalis. 

These statements being facts, we are 
now ready to discover what processes 
may be used to clean the different arti- 
cles that contain these fibers. All dirt 
or soll that is found on clothes to be 
cleaned may be classed as organic or in- 
Organic. In each case, no matter what 
the naturé of the stain, it is held in 
by a medium; that medium may be 
grease or of a Sugary nature, and what 
we endeavor to do when we take out a 
Stain fs to set this medium free. 

How may this be accomplished? It 
may be done In one of many ways, the 
method used depending on what this 
medium is and what the fabric is. Cer- 
tain organic stains, such ag fruit juices, 
are held in by the sugar of the fruit; 
it crystallizes or dries and the stain re- 
mains. The principle involved here will 
be to dissolve the sugar. Other organic 
stains, like meat-juice stains or gravy, 
soups, cream, olive ofl—any fatty stain 
—are held in by grease, and we must 
discover how to absorb the grease, or 
how to float it out. With most grease 
stains we find another condition, that of 
dirt or dust; but these cannot be taken 
out until we first eliminate the grease. 

With most inorganic stains—iron rust, 
ink, medicine stains and the like—we 
find a change taking. place when they 
are exposed to the air, and hence 
chemicals must be used, or those things 
which produce chemical changes. lese 
chemicals must bring about a confition 
which will make the stains soluble, so 
they may then be easily taken out when 
mixed with watér. If we are to be suc- 
cessful stain removers, there must be a 
working knowledge—to know the kind 
of fibers in our material; to know that 
the soil or stain is in a medium, and 
that this medium must be set free. The 
process may be one that brings it about 
by dissolving or by absorbing, by bleach- 
ing out a chemical action or by me- 
chanically floating out by suds or soap 


solutions. 
Stains 


GREASE: One of the simplest meth- 
ods of removing grease is by absorption, 


Suppose we have a spot on a woolen 
skirt. We do not wish to wash the 
skirt. How may we remove the grease? 
Use the method so often used of soften- 
ing the grease, liquefying it with a warm 
iron—not hot iron. Grease thus sof- 
tened is easily absorbed by means of 
blotting paper or any unglazed paper, 
or by* a soft, woolly cloth. We say 
warm in preference to hot iron because 
there is a reason. Those housewives 
that have cooked r€@alizé that fat, when 
heated to a ‘high temperature, changes 
its color from light to dark, and our 
stain, if not entirely removed, may be 
more pronounced. 

2. Another method of absorption. If 
the cloth is of such a delicate color—of 
pale greens or delicate pinks, in serges 
and cashmeres—that heat is likely to 
turn the shades of the color, then grease 
spots should be absorbed by covering 
them with starch or meal or fuller’s 
earth. Starches or meals are preferable 
to flour, as flour, On moistening, becomes 
sticky and doughy. This method of 
absorption with meal may not be suc- 
ceesful at the first application, but must 
be repeated by brushing off the absorb- 
ing agent as often as its absorbing 
power has been reached. , 

3%. The majority of grease stains may 
be easily removed by such grease So0i- 
vents as alcohol, other. chloroform or 
gasoline. @reat care must be taken in 
the use of these dissolving agents, be- 
cause they are all highly inflammable, 
consequently dangerous, and, too, be- 
cause ether and alcohol are very likely 
to dissolve color. These solvents dis- 
solve the grease, and it must be re- 
moved by gentle rubbing, referably 
with a plece of the same material, be- 
cause the color of the cloth with which 
we rub often blends with the cloth of 
the material, and so some of the color 
ig saved. It is important that the grease 
which has been diluted does not spread 
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WOOLEN FIBERS 


over a large surface, consequently one 
should rub from the outside of the ring 
toward the cenfer, to stop capillary at- 
trection and prevent the solvent ma- 
terial from spreading. A cloth or blot- 
ting paper placed under the stain to 
absorb the dissolved grease will assist 
greatly in preventing the ring which 
often results from the removal of grease 
by this method. The-pad and the cloth 
with which we rub should be changed 
frequently. 

4. The washing of a spot with soap 
and water is undoubtedly the easiest 
method, and igs the best method of re- 
moval when it is possible to use water 
and sOap and not discolor. This method 
is often objected to with new material, 
as the ‘‘newness” is taken out. Another 
reason for not washing is that a water- 
ring results. One is usually successful 
by steaming it out. After a small 
quantity of water has boiled in a tea- 
kettle ghake the stained garment in the 
steam until the spot is thoroughly moist 
and then shake until dry. Water spots 
that appear from rain, or drinking water 
being spilled, may be treated in the 
same way. ad 

Two types of greases that are not or- 
ganic are sewing-machine oil and wagon 
grease. 


SEWING MACHINE OIL: This ‘!s 
easily removed while fresh with cold 


aoe 


water and white soap. Rinse thor- 


oughly. 


WAGON GREASE: Is a type by it- 
self, as it contains so much graphite, 
The method of removal is to rub lard 
into it; then wash it out with warm 
water and suds. The lard acts as a 
medium of floating away the graphite. 


VASBPLINE: These spets are very 
dificult to remove, and can only be suc- 
cessfully taken out when perfectly 
fresh. Experience says: Once boiled itn, 
always in. When fresh, soak in turpen- 
tine, then wash. 


Fruit Stains 


Almost all fruit stains, except peach, 
may be considered. The sugar in the 
fruit juice crystallizes in the fiber and 
holds the coloring matter with it. The 
housewife may here apply one of her 
old principles again. If she wants to 
dissolve sugar easily, use hot water. 
Removal] of fruit atains may be easily 
brought about by placing the stainéd 
portion over a bowl and pouring bollin 
water on it from a height. Fhe hea 
will soften the sugar and liquefy it, and 
the pouring from a height wil! drive it 
out. Peach stains cannot be removed 
by this method, as an oxidation seems 
to take place in a stain while on the 

ber. The stain changes oolor here, 
just as in pared peaches exposed to air. 
Peach stains may be removed by bleach- 
ing with javelle water. Apply a few 
drops of javelle to the stain, following 
instantly with boiling water. A bow! 
should be under the stain, as in the 
method of other frult juices. Much 
rinsing must follow the javelle water, 
as it is a chloride of lime bleach, which 
destroys fiber if allowed to remain or 
dry in the fiber. Javelle water may be 
bought at the drug store or may be 
made by the following recipe: 


Javelle Water 
et aey washing soda. 
quart bolling water. 
i pound chloride of lime. 
quarts cold water. 


Put the soda into an agate pan and 
add the boiling water. Dissolve the lime 
in the cold water. Let the mixture set- 
tle and pour the clear Hquid into the 
dissolved soda. Bottle and keep in a 
dark place. 

Javelle water forms a very efficient 
liquid for unbleached fabrics as well as 
for cotton goods that have become yel- 
low with dirt and age. Articles washed 
in this have a strong odor of the chlo- 
ride of lime, and the final washing in 
water to which ammonia has been added 
will help to destroy this odor. Use one 
tablespoonful of ammonia and two 
quarts of water. Javelle removes all 
stains and al! colors, and therefore 
should not be used On colored goods. 
Javelle cannot be used on white wool- 
ens: borax is the only bleach to be used

If fruit stains seem obstinate, brush- 
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LINEN FIBERS 


ing the stains with a bit of borax will 
aid in their removal. 

Wine stains, while they are fruit 
stains, are usually removed by the aid 
of salt. Spread salt over the stain as 
s0on as it is made, then treat with boll- 
ing water, as in fruit stains. Wine

Beverage Stains 


COFFEE: Place stain over bowl; 
pour on boiling water from a height. 

CHOCOLATE — TEA: Cold water. 
Borax assists in the removal of these 
stains. They may be considered as 
grease stains, and cold water and soap 
may be used, for cocoa and chocolate 
have not only their own fat, but the fat 
of the milk. Cold water is always pref- 
erable for cocoa. 


Iron Rust Stains 


1. Use a bow) ee one quart of 
water and a teaspoonful of borax. Over 
thig lay the cloth containing stain. Ap- 
ply hydrochloric acid, drop by drop, 
until the stain brightens. Dip immed - 
ately into water. If the stain is not 
removed, use the same process unti] the 
stain disappears; then rinse very thor- 
oughly, using either borax or ammonia 
in the rinsing water, thereby neutral- 
izing —~ 4 trace of acid that may remain. 

2. With the same process as above, 
oxalic acid may be used in the place of 
hydrochloric. Both these acids are 
poisonous, and care spould be taken that 
they are carefully labeled in the house. 
There is this advantage of using oxalic 
acid, that it is not so Ikely to destroy 
the fabric. 

Note.—With the use of a dropper the 
surface over which acids spread may be 
so limited that the very tiniest area 
may be treated, as spotg in the finest 
stripes of goods, where, if the acid is 
poured from a bottle, it is impossible to 
control the extent. 

3. Another method ig that of sprin- 
kling a stain with salt and molstening 
with lemon juice; then lay In the sun. 
This method is a slower one, but Is less 
likely to affect the material. 


e Ink Stains 


1. By the use of milk: If the stain 
is fresh, put the stained portion in milk 
and allow it to stand. If the milk is 
discolored, use more. This method is 
ioe tap on the souring of the 
milk. 

2. Oxalic acid: Wet the spot with 
cold water, then drop the acid on the 
stain, let stand a few minutes, and then 
rinse in water to which a little am- 
monia has been added. 

3. With a dropper, apply One or two 
drops of oxalic acid to the stain, fol- 
low with one or two drops of javelle 
water, rinse with hot water and repeat 
until the stain is removed, 

Note.—This recipe rarely fails on all 
writing inks. 

4. Use any One of the prepared ink 
eradicators. Follow directions on bot- 


tle. 
Mildew 


Mildew cannot be satisfactorily re- 
moved if of long standing, for it is a 
vegetable growth which attacks the 
fiber. Javelle water has been found sat- 


isfactory in some cases, but it all de- 
pends upon the length of time mildew 
has been forming. 


Blood Stains 


1. Lukewarm water and, after it has 
soaked, wash with naphtha Soap and 
warm water. 

2. If thick goods, make a paste of 
raw starch and apply several times 
until the stain is absorbed.

Oxalic acid crystals may be bought at 
a drug store. One advantage is that 
ehe may then have them the strength 
She prefers; for convenience she may 
find it wise to keep concentrated solu- 
tion in bottles. To make such a solu- 
tion, use 5 or 10 cents’ worth of 
crystals. Add _ sufficient cold water 
to just dissolve all the _ crystals. 
This is a concentrated solution, which 
is entirely too strong to be used in stain- 
removing without dilution. It will be 
wise to use one part of this to one part 
of water, to make a & per cent solution, 
which is the proper etrength to be used 
in work with stains. 

Hydrochloric acid, commonly called 
muriatic acid, may be bought at a drug 
estore. The strength of such an acid 
(unlesg it ‘“‘smokes’’) would have to be 
told by the druggist. Fifty per cent of 
hydrochloric acid is the usua] strength 
to be used. , 

These are a few of the everyday stains 
likely to be found. If the housewife 
attempts to remove them—and there is 
no reason why she should not—she 
ought to placard above her bottles one 
requisite more, to be emphasized more 
than any other—that of Patience. 

To attempt wholesale pouring on of 
acids or WMleaches, to try to make one 
long application of chemicals to. the 
stain—to rush it through—is worse than 
none at all. Many short applications, 
carefully awaiting results after each, are 
far better and less dangerous to the 
fabric. Work quickly with each step 
of the process, but use the drop-by- 
drop method, rinsing most carefully 
each time. You may be able to use 
lightning methods in some phases of 
the household, but in stain removals the 
workers need those qualities that stamp 
them as painstaking and exceedingly 
careful and patient to the highest dee 
gree,

The best of 
butter was served on the table, but un- 
colored oleomargarine was ypsed_ for 
cooking in place of butter. The follow- 
ing menus are planned for a family 
with a limited income, and where no 
maid is kept and no food is allowed to 
go to waste. 

In most families it is not the food 
which is actually eaten that costs 50 
excessively as it is that wasted by poor 
cooking, by providing too large quanti- 
ties and by purchasing out of season, 
when prices are high and the quality is 
not at its best. If good judgment as 
to att.ounts prepared, and the right com- 
binations are used, and if the meal is 
eaten in a cheerful spirit, the cost of 
any table can be perceptibly cut down. 

It is better to buy and serve so that 
little will be left.to. Warm over, for 

one prefers freshly cooked 
e-over dishes, however fancy 
the names given to’them may be. 

The time required in preparing food 
should be taken into account. No doubt 
many of the articles. named could be 
bought cheaper if one had the time to

VERYBODY who reads newspapers knows 
Upton Sinclair, the nimble witted novelist, 
free-love writer, the man who exposed the 

bad smells and the bad wages of the Chicago 
stockyards, who gathered about himself a follow- 
ing of “high-brows” in Halcyon Hall in New Jer- 
sey, who suddenly woke up one morning with an 
idea that eating is not worth while, and that <he 
way to feed the brain is to put nothing much 
into the stomach. 

Mr. Sinclair incidentally gathered to himself a 
wife in the person of Miss Meta Fuller, who tried 
to keep pace with Mr. Sinclair’s activities of 
mind, and followed him frogn one fad to another. 
* One day Mr. Sinclair hz . the bad judgment ‘to 
invite a long haired poet 1amed Harry Kemp to 
join his household. Harry was known as the 
“Tramp Poet of Kansas,” and he could write 
poems any time and anywhere and on any sub- 
ject. 

It was just about a year ago that Mrs. Sinclair 


mates. The news was broken to Mr. Sinclair 
and he promptly brought a divorce proceeding, 
and Meta moved out to a little bungalow in New 
Jersey with her long haired poet. (A bungalow, 
as defined by Weber & Fields, is a “house that 
has the cellar and the attic all on the same 
floor.”’) 

With nothing to eat but poems, Meta con- 
cluded that Harry and the “love-in-a-bungalow” 
idea wasn’t worth while.. (Carolyn Wells, in an 
article on page 7 of this magazine, explains what 
is “worth while.’”’)

Aesthetics teaches that Sculpture is but an 
sdornment to Architecture—so U. Sinclair appears to 
believe that Journalism is the slave to Literature, and 
drives it hard. The papers helped him hugely in his 
storv of the “Jungle’—they gave plenty of “pure read- 
ing “matter” to his escapades as a footman, when he 
published his story of the Idle Rich. So now, when 
he wishes to lose Meta, what more natural that he 
should turn to the daily papers for help?

effects of climate. According to 
Professor Willy Hellpach, of Karlsruhe, in 
his new book, “Geopsychic Phenomena,” 
however, there are a. number of other nat- 
ural influences which are of much greater 


importance in forming human character. 

The effect of landscape, for Mmstance, 
bas been greatly underestimated. This :a- 
fluence, says the professor, is most felt 
when men reach the verge of manhood; 
after the age of thirty its effect wanes. 

It’ is not only the coloring of a land 
scape, but its outline and form, that make 
men different. A red and yellow sunset 
has a marked disquieting effect on the 
nervous system. The wonderful red sun. 
sets which followed the Krakatoa eruption 
in 1883, on the other hand, had just the 
opposite effect. It was a violemly exciting 
P apate forms of disease foster a craze 
tor red. Sufferers from epilepsy and hys- 
teria are particularly subject to this color. 
Tyberculosis of the bones generally 
arouses a craving for bright red garments, 
a strange consequence when it is remern- 
bered that such raiment naturally attracts 
rttention to the deformities from which 
yne wearer suffers. Blue skies and green 
aelds have a soothing effect, but black, 
gray and white in nature depress and pro- 
duce, in som@ extreme cases, semi-para- 
lytic effects. The shimmer on water at 
nist works agreeably, but later tends to 
exhaust the observer.

The low, flat country of the Western 
prairies has little psychologttral effect, for 
it harmonizes readily with the varying 
moods’of those who eonstantly observe it. 
Great upright lines and high masses, such 
03 afe observed by the dweller in forest 
regions, have a paralyzing effect on the 
mind. Indeed, the professor attributes the 
awe with which uneducated persons in- 
variably regard Gothic architecture 
to this psychological phenomenon. In a 
mountainous district the landscape has an 
irritating effect upon strangers, but the 
mountain dweller is little affected by such 
conditions. 


A moving landscape has a tranquilizing 
influence. The falling snow attracts the 
aitention of children, who exhibit the ut- 
most restlessness when compelled to gaze 
upon a stil) landscape. the majesty of 
Niagara is less responsible for the ad- 
miration it arouses than the fact that it is 
constantly moving. The same principle is 
responsible for the interest with which 
everyone watches the waves of the ocean. 


How man’s activities vary with the 
weather is a phenomenon to which little 
scientific attention has been paid. Some 
men, however, are seriously affected by 
weather changes, and all men are more or 
less susceptible to them. 

Those who experience the greatest 
changes under the influence of weather 
conditions are referred to by Professor 
Hellpach as “Wettermenschen,” or 
weather-men. The whole nervous system 
of such a man may be deranged by thun- 
derstorms. Tea, coffee and tobacco taken 
by weather-men during a thunderstorm 
have a very violent effect. A dose of alco- 
hol which under ordinary circumstances 
would have proven quite innocuous has pro- 
duced violent agitation and even temporary 
paralysis in such persons when taken dur- 
ing a thunderstorm. 


Shortly before a snowstorm some men 
find that their eating and sleeping are 
more or less deranged. These men are re 
ferred to as snow-men. Their physical 
blate enables them to predict snowstorms 
with remarkable accuracy. 

Somna-nbulism, the professor believes, is 
directly causeq by moonlight. Men are 
literally moonstruck, as are animals. 
Water likewise affects the nervous system 
of man, and hence its presence may often 
be detected by those who are thus suscep- 
tible to its influence. 

Underground water may cause a twitch- 
ing of the nervés in the hand of the water 
seeker who is thus affected, and in such a 
man’s hands the “divining rod” is by no 
means the fraud it is generally regarded. 
It is established,” says the professor, 
‘that there exists sensitive men whose 
psychical condition ts affected by the com- 
position of the soil underneath, even 
though they are unaware of this compo- 
sition.” Such men, realizing their powers, 
may, it is suggested, quite honestly under- 
— to locate gold, coal or other mineral 

res, * 

Nervous disturbances are produced, too, 
by the changes of gravitation occasioned 
by the relation of the earth to the other 
planets, and in this proposition the writer 
sees a possible scientific basis for as- 
trology.

“In all this country there is not @ 
large city which has not been uplifted 
by the common sense, the sweet ten- 
derness and tne practical work of 
women’s clubs. These organizations 
have touched the dark and sore spots 
in municipal life, and that touch has 
heen a benediction. The results can 
be seen in better sanitation, in im- 
proved conditions in_ the schools, in 
the works of mercy done by the hos- 
pitals and in practically every condi- 
tion and industry that affects the home 
or the moral tone of the community. 

“All these things have been done by 
concerted efforts, organization and co- 
ation on the part of women. And 
woman is an indispensable agency 
legislation on all matters of 
interest to the home, to the public 
health and to the moral uplift, is 
established every day in Washington 
by the statements of senators and 
members of the house. They will tell 
vou that, had the aid and counsel of 
women been lacking when these 
measures were under consideration, 
they probably.would have failed of 
de axe. 
PeeTherefore, there can be no doubt of 
our efficiency when we organize and 
work. We are conscious of our own 
power, and the lawmakers of the coun- 
try desire and seek our aid. 

“But. to accomplish all that is 
within our reach, we must grow and 
we must work. We need in our 
clubs the enthusiasm of vigorous 
youth, the persistent effort of middle- 
aged experience and the rare wisdom 
of those battle-scarred veterans who 
have bravely faced and gloriously 
overcome the difficulties and prob- 
lems of a long ‘ife. We. need all 
women. We must keep ever in our 
mind the knowledge that we, the wom- 
en’s clubs, are but ploneers in a grand- 
er and more far-reaching movement 
that is yet to come. Women will have 
achieved their destiny only when every 
woman works for the common good. 
No woman conscientiously can refuse 
to joint with other women in work for 
the general welfare. She who refuses 
to associate and work with others is a 
drone in the hive, blind to her duty 
and deaf to the call of the times. 

Women’s Clubs Should Co-operate. 


“And, just as all women should be- 
come identified with women’s clubs, so 
should all women’s clubs co-operate 
with each other. Believing, as I do, 
that economic problems are funda- 
mental and include all others, I take 
occasion here to ask the co-operation 
of all women’s organizations with our 
woman’s welfare department of the 
National Civic Federation.

IL by his second marriage. Her fath- 


ere son, Henry IV., succeeded to the 


throne; he was surnamed “The Impo- 
tent.”’ During His reign Isabella had 
the opportunity of gathering the first 
seeds of state training. From the dis- 
orders which disgraced her half-broth- 
er’s reign, she drew quietly those in- 
structive tessons of discretion and 
foresight which stood her in good 
etead when she was calied upon to 
reign. 

At the death of her father she, with 
ber mother, retired to a convent, where 
she acquired that devout regard for 
religion which influenced her so pgw- 
erfully through life. ; 

Isadella was beautiful, described as 
“above the middle size, complexion as 
fair as a lily, eyes clear, largee, and 
heavenly blue, mild and beaming with 
intelligence and sensibility. The hand- 
somest jady ever met and most gra- 
cious in her manner.”

The dictionaries: say that “a cos- 
metic is any application for beautify- 
ing the person, whether for hair, eyes, 
teeth or complexion.” 

The old Italian and Latin art of cos- 
metics, from which our word is de- 
rived, includes all formulas for the 
tollet, from ointment for healing, lo- 
tions fcr cleansing and toning the skin, 
and cold creams, to powder, rouge an] 
tooth paste.

Quick Rolls.

het gar longer I live,” is almost as 


favorite a beginning as ‘‘once 

upon a time” in its own con- 
nection. But it does not take long to 
live to know that having a good bread 
for a mea] is equal often to half the 
requirements. It counts so much more 
than any other one thing. 

Someone has enthusiastically advis- 
ed that the cook learn to make one 
kind of roll perfectly, as Nght, plump 
and crisp ag the most famous have 
ever been, and as a result have all the 
varieties at her fingers’ ends; all of 
them as easy to make as common soda 
biscuit—really easier to make than the 
best biscuit. But not quite so encour- 
aging is the statement that failure is 
almost certain at the beginning, al- 
though it be a failure that is a step to- 


wards success. 

Now, a failure is not necessary in 
making rolls if one has already learned 
to make raised bread, learned how to 
knead it, and the feel of it when it has 
reached the right stage. 

The thing that one does surely and 
quickly learn is that you may do many 
things with a given sponge, add More 
or l@ss sugar and more or less butter, 
add the volk or the white of the egg, 
add a grating of lemon peel or some 
seed or epice or fruit. This sponge 
may be so made as to rise almost as 
quickly as the yeast will puff up, if 
soaked in water with a little sugar, or 
its rising may be delayed. 


The old Parker house roll recipe ise 
one of the foundation formulas that 
has stood the strain of much division 
and additions. If the original recipe 
could meet some of its relatives, it 
might recognize the family resem- 
blance, but hardly. 

For salad or luncheon rolls the quan- 
tity of butter to add has been increased 
and the egg addition to a yeast mix- 
ture {s now more common than former- 
ly.

Quick Luncheon Rolls—One-half cup 
milk, three tablespoons sugar if want- 
ed rather sweet, a large pinch of salt, 
ne-half yeast cake dissolved In a 
little lukewarm water—three_ table- 
spoons is more than ample—two or 
three tablespoons of melted butter, one 
egg. and flour for a sponge and for 
kneading to right consistency. Scald 
the milk and add the sugar to !t. When 
it is lukewarm add the yeast cake and 
one cup of flour. Cover and let rise. 
At room temperature it ought to be 
up in an hour. When tt is ready add 
butter, the well-beaten egg, and flour 
to knead. When kKneaded sufficiently 
get to rise again. When it has doubled 
cut down, Knead and roll] out to one- 
half inch thickness. Cut rolls with 
small biscuit cutter, place close to- 
gether in buttered pan. let rise, and 
then bake twenty minues in moderate 
coven. Twenty-five minutes may »b3 
needed if they are thicker than one- 
half inch when cut out. 


Notice that this is a little recine. 
So many recipes for rolls give direc- 
tions for enough lf{quid to make rolla 
for a small army. Now, rolls do not 
keep particularly well, nor are they sg0 
sood warmed over, s90 why make them 
in such quantities? They may be 
warmed up by steaming and be good. 

Some cooks never make a separate

You cannot have economical 
housekeeping, says some one, 
without an economical housekeep- 
You cannot be economical in large 
Ways unless you can be economical in 
small. Economy when handling large 
quantities is especially difficult for a 
band. of women working together, but 
essential, for in the majority of cases, 
when they do things in @ large way, 
they are working for charity or for 
some benevolent object, and waste or 
extravagance under such cifcumstances 
is jaconsistent. 

When women in a church Want ‘to 
make money they generally plan a 
church supper. When a club wants tu 
undertake some business, it may open 
a lunch room. Women are all the time 
undertaking to feed people for the 
sake of making some money, and 
sometimes, in spite of bad manage- 
ment, they make some money, for no 
other reason than because their sup- 
plies are contributed. 

If a pusigéss of this sort is to bs 
permanent and successful there must be 
first an economical manager. 


One club of city women, 500 of them, 
realized thig when, several years ago, 
they planned to furnish a luncheon 
every day to hundreds of schoo! chil- 
dren, no dish to be over 6 cents and 
some to be much less. The economical 
manager has enabled the club to do 
an almost charitable act and to add 
$1,000 a year to its treasury. The 
serving of from 500 to 700 children— 
in two divislons—al! within forty min- 
utes, has been done so methodically 
and without confusion that people 
journey far td see a performance which 
goes on as naturally and easily as 
breathing, nobody flustered, few paid 
workers, and practically everybody sat- 
isfied. 

Excellent breads and some rglls, or 
something like a bran muffin, hot 
baked beans—a peck before cogking— 
are every day furnished. There are 
always several vegetables, salads, des- 
serts, and coffee cocoa, and milk-—the 
two latter are served for 38 cents in 
order that children may take these in- 
stead of coffee. Corned beef hash, 
which was at first served but once a 
week, is now served daily, and some 
children always take it as others take 
the beans. There are other meat 
dishes, but the hash, like the beans, is 
staple,
